INTERNATIONAL BANK. 
FINDING OF THE LAWYERS.

Wasurnaton, D. C., April 22.—Reports 
have reached the Internal Revenue Bureau 
to-day that the International Bank has with- 
held even from its lawyers important infor- 
mation as to its capital, and that a large 
ainount of tax is due the .Government on ac- 
count of capital. The bank also madea 
proposition of compromise, but withheld it, 
seeining to prefer to go to the Courts, if need 
be. The attorneys of the bank to-night fur- 
nish the following statement: 

The figures presented by the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue show the full amount of the 
tux us Originally claimed, and do not profess to 
state the amount which he iusists or finds under 
his opinion to be due from the Interustional 
Bank. As we construe bis opinton, he allows 
our claim tor dedueous of checks for clearings, 
overdrafts, certified checks, cullectious, and 
checks in transit. The amount ot these items, 
when uscertained, would be, under bis rulings, 
deducted from the total amount of the tax 
claimed. The items “overdrafts car- 
ried as cash and * Cashier's 
checks.“ which Commissioner, in 
bis opinion, has refused, would, we claim, be 
finally allowed, on the ground that bis rejection 
of those two items is based upoo a misteke of 
the tacts, Thus, out of the eleven items of de- 
duction claimed, seven would be allowed and 
deducted. There being nothing tinal or con- 
clusive in the action or findings of the Commis- 
sioner, we shall advise the bank to contest the 
entire amount of taxes in the courts, agit bas 
the right to do.

CONKLING AND THE DEADLOCK. 

There is one feature in the Senatorial dead- 
lock whigh needs explanation. It has been 
contended by several Republican Senators 
that it was their duty to insist upon the elec- 
tion of officers in the Senate at the extra 
session (1) in order to assert the rights of a 
“constitutional majority” (including the 
vote of the Vice-President), and (2) in order 
to promote the anti-Bourbon movement in 
the South under the leadership of Mahone. 
The question is, Why may not both these 
purposes be equally well subserved by renew- 
ing the contest after disposing of the execu- 
tive appointments which await the action of 
the Senate, instead of excluding these ap- 
pointments from consideration ? 

How is it going to help Mahone and his 
following in Virginia to dawdle away the 
several months of spring and summerin a 
refusal to act on the President’s appoint- 
ments? Conceding that the election of Rid- 
dieberger will be a mark of Republican wel- 
come to the anti-Bourbon Democrats of the 
South, and that it will contribute to the 
success of the Liberal movement in Vir- 
ginia, why wouldn't it be equally et- 
fective if accomplished after the President’s 
appointments have been confirmed? How 
would it injuré Mahone or in any way im- 
pair the position of the Republican Senators 
in this contest if they were to devote a few 
executive sessions, pending the contest, to 
the work of confirming the wore important 


i nowinations that have been made by the 


President? Suppose some morning when 
Mr. Pendleton moves on the Democratic side 
to go into executive session the Republicans 
were to vote aye, and suppose that day were 
to be given over to consideration of the ex- 
ecutive appointments, wouldn't the Repub- 
licans be in equally good position to renew 
the deadlock next day? Suppose they 
should consent to go into session every day 
until all the important Republican appoint- 
ments had been acted upon, wouldn’t they 
be in a better position than they are now 
to urge the election of Senate officers? 
Woulan’t the opposition of the Democrats, 
in such case, be more illogical and indefen- 
sive than it is now, when they pretend that 
they desire to give precedence to the execu- 
tive business ? 

The Democrats argue every day that the 
most important business before the Senate is 
the consideration of the President’s appoint- 
ments, and they say: Let us attend to this 
business first, and afterwards the clerkships 
and doorkeepers of the Senate will be in or- 
der, if you have votes enough to elect your 
men without our help, that is,—if you have a 
quorum. Nv good reason for not accepting 
this order of business has yet been offered to 
the public. 

It is not Democratic officials, but Repub- 
lican officials, who await confirmation. It is 
not a Democratic but a Republican Admin- 
istration which is embarrassed by non-action 
in the Senate. Would Mahoneisn be worse 
off if the Senate were to open the way for fill- 
ing the vacancies on the Supreme Bench, and 
thus assure expedition in disposal of the 
business before that tribunal? Would the 
chances of carrying Virginia be less- 
ened by the appointment and confirma- 
tion of trustworthy Republicans in places 
at the South now occupied by half-hearted 
Democrats ? Would Liberalisin in the Senate 
suffer from the assurance of harmony in the 
Republican ranks which would be conveyed 
by prompt confirmation of the President's 
appointments? Is not the present appear- 
ance of a disagreement between the Presi- 
dent and the Republicans in the Senate cal- 
culated rather to encourage than to weaken 
Bourbonism? 

These refiections suggest a theory of the 
deadlock which the Republicans of the Sen- 
ate are not willing to avow—viz.: It is main- 
tained for the sole purpose of enabling “ Lord 
Ruscoe” to dictate terms to the new Aimin- 
istration. The situation in the Senate is 
utterly illogical except upon some such 
hypothesis. It would be safe to pre- 
dict that, if the President were to 
withdraw Judge Robertson’s name 
to-day and ask the Duke of (New) York to 
nominate the Collector of Customs at New 
York. the deatilock would give way instant- 
ly. The deadlock is merely in obedience to the 
deeree of the Duke of (New) York. If not, 
then let Mr. Dawes, or some one of the Sen- 
ators who are active in maintaining it, give 
some satisfactory reason why Republican in- 
sistance upon the election of Senate officers 
will not be in every way as efficacious in as- 
serting the Republican majority, and in en-

FRANCE ABOUT TO ANNEX TUNIS. 

There seems now to be a strong probability 
that France proposes to place Tunis under 
her protection, and there are many reasons 
why she should, The prospect, however, is 
not relished in England, and it is almost 
amusing to read the solemn warnings of 
danger which the English papers are hold- 
ing out to France. The Pall Mall Gazette 
of April 9, for instance, thinks that the 
French Republic has ventured upon a very 
hazardous undertaking, and that the well- 
wishers of France view it with sincere re- 
gret! It claims that the French are not free 
to deal with the Bey of Tunis, for he is a 
vassal of Turkey, and England and Italy are 
concerned in the administration of his 
finances as well as France. The motive of 
the French invasion—namely: the punishment 
of the Kroumir marauders—is declared to be 
insufficient for establishing a protectorate. 
And so the Gazette goes on, mildly regret- 
fulof the forward action of France, and 
closes up as follows: 


It will hardly enhance French prestige if it 
should turu out that Greece pee heen deserted 
in order that Tuns migbt be seized. To En- 
gland. however. beyond our interest in the main- 
tenance of the general peace and international 
treaties, the d.scouragement of aspiritof buc- 
cauneering adventure, and the weifare of the 
French Republic, the Tunis quescon is a matter 
of very smali concern. We sball regret to see 
our neighbors imitating our worst blunders; 
but, if they persist, our anxiety for their pros- 
perity is not sufficiently great to ‘lead any En- 
giish Government to resort toextreme measures 
to save France from the consequences of beark- 
ening to the folly of ber Forward School, 


In its general discussion, the Gazette de- 
clares that the independence of Tunis is the 
common concern of all the Powers. This is 
a weak argument. In the dealings of the 
Powers with weaker States, independence 
has never been allowed to standin the way 
of aggrandizement. With the exception of 
France, all the European Powers have been 
helping themselves to what they wanted very 
liberally. England has taken South Africa 
and Cyprus, and held Afghanistan until it 
became too muchofa burden. Germany has 
taken Schleswig-Holstein from Denmark, 
and sliced off Alsace-Lorraine from France 
herself. Austria has stretched her posses- 
sions into Bosnia and Herzegovina, making a 
firm footing for her ultimate march down to 
the Egran Sea. Russia has taken Bessarabia 
back again, controls the mouths of the 
Danube, and holds the great fortresses of Kars, 
Batoum, and Ardahan in Armenia, besides 
stretching her frontier further towards 
Afghanistan in Turkistan. Even the little 
Slavonic Pcincipalities and Greece have been 
given an increase of territory. France alone 
of all the Powers, notwithsiand ng her 
strength, her splendid achievements, her re- 
markable growth and prosperity, and her 
prime Importance among the great Powers, 
has taken nothing, but rested content with 
her single colony of Algeria. It does not be- 
come England to object to the French occu- 
pation of Tunis, for, notwithstand ng all 
equivocation, it still stands that at the time of 
the Berlin Treaty, the Marquis of Salisbury, 
speaking for the Government, agreed that 
when France wanted Tunis she should have 
it if she would consent that Eugland should 
have Cyprus. Italy is the Power most con- 
cerned in the Tunisian question, but she 
owes to France a debt she has uever yet paid 
—herown unity. It was with French lives 
and Ftench money that Austria was defeated, 
and no recompense has ever been made for it. 

Thee are internal reasons why France 
should take Tunis. Of the national debt of 
$25,000,000, the French bondholders hold 
$20,000,000. The French hold property in 
Tunis to the value of over $6,000,000, the 
security of which is in danger. Even the 
Pall Mall Gazette acknowledges that “French 
capital restored the aqueduct which supplies 
Tunis with water; built 130 miles of railway, 
whieh earns no dividends: laid down 700 
miles of telegruph-wire; created the port of 
Tunis; established a bank, and generally 
developed the industrial resources of the 
country.“ She has sunk millions of money 
mere. Her citizens are kept out of property 
they have purchased, and she has continually 
suffered from the predatory raids of tribes 
whom the Bey does not pretend to restrain. 
From another point of view, it is the mani- 
fest destiny of Northern Africa to pass 
into the hands of France. She holds 
Algeria, and a glance at the map will 
show that Tunis symmetrically rounds out 
the boundaries of that colony, Tunis holding 
the same relations to Algeria, naturally and 
geographically, that Portugaldoes to Spain. 
Tunis once acquired, Morocco must come 
next, and Tripoli. This accomplished, the 
great Continent of Africa, which has stood 
stagnant for thousands of years, will begin 
to fulfill its destiny, and its wonderful re- 
sources will be developed by Engiand and 
France,—the former south and the latter 
north of the equator. As at present consti- 
tuted, these northern provinces are about as 
useless as Patagonia or Greenland, but, with 
French enterprise, which does not even hesi- 
tate tospan the waste Sahara with a rail- 

road, penetrating into the Soudan, a rich 
commerce will be developed. In the inter- 
ests ot humanity, progress, and civilization, 
the French cannot take Tunis any too soon. 


THE STAR-ROUTE SCANDAL. 

When it was announced that Mr. James, 
so long Postmaster at New York, had been 
called by President Garfield to the chief 
place in the postal service of the country, 
there was a universal sense of fitness in the 
appointment. Those who had enjoyed the 
opportunity to convince themselves that there 
had been glaring irregularities, if not actual 
corrupuon, in a certain branch of the service 
recognized something more in his appoint- 
ment. They felt that Mr. James would make 
it his first business to examine into the man- 
agement of the “star-route” service, and, 
in case he should discover the rumored 
abuses, reform it promptly and thoroughly. 
The recent dismissal of Second-Assistant 
Postmaster-General Brady—the officer espe- 
cially in charge of the star-route service 
is sufficient assurance that Mr. James has 
satisfied himself that the rumors of corrup- 
tion which have been flying about for years 
were not without foundation, and has de- 
termined upon a general rendvation. It is 
not unlikely that the retirement of Brady 
will be followed by other notahle changes in 
the service, perhaps including the retirement 
of Mr. Tyner, the First-Assistant Postmas- 
ter-General, and possibly by the indictment 
of certain parties who are believed to have 
been corruptly interested in the illegal favor- 
itisin that has prevailed in this branch of the 
service. 

The “star routes” are the special routes 
by land and water outside the regular lines 
of railroads and steamers. They are at the 
best costly and unremunerative, since they 
run outside the beaten tracks of communic a- 
tion and in sparsely-settled sections of the 
country. It is the branch ot the postal 
service which requires the most vigilant in- 
spection and offers the largest opportunities 
for fraud. The lavish expenditure of money 
upon these routes long since attracted the at- 
tention of Congress, and there was an inves- 
tigation a year or so ago whleh developed 1. 


| legal excesses in expenditure and suspicious

explained reason President Hayes neglected 
to give the results of this Congressional in- 
vestigation the eration to which they 
were entitled, but permitted the same set of 
men to continue with almost plenary powers 
to dispose of the $6,000,000 appropriated 
for the star service. Shortly before 
the expiration of the last Consress, evi- 
dence was breught before a committee 
of the House which went further than the 
previous investigation and pointed directly 
at bribery and corruption. There was 80 
little time before the expiration of Congress 
and so many other schemes absorbed the at- 
tention of the Congressional leaders that this 
evidence was not officially brought before 
the House, but it was made public through 
the newspapers,—Ture CHuicaco TRIBUNE 
among others. Indeed, there was a very gen- 
eral conviction among those who had occa- 
sion to know anything about the matter that 
there was a ring of long standing and great 
power in the Post-Office Department, and 
that many men had been growing rich out of 
the proceeds of fraudulent contracts, 

The dismissal of Gen. Brady--for his en- 
forced resignation amounts to that—indi- 
cates that Mr. James is getting at the bottom 
of the Post-Oilice roguery, and he may be 
safely relied upon, with the backing he is 
sure to receive from the President, to 
root out the rascals, and, with the 
cobperation of the Courts, bring them 
to punishment. It is the ambition 
of Postmaster-General James to make 
the Post-Office Department self-sustaining 
before he goes out of office, and in this effort 
he will not neglect to stop up every leakage 
he can find. The exposure of the star-route 
scandal will be a serious reflection upon the 
late Administration, which was otherwise al- 
most exceptionally free from the suspicion 
of dishonest practices. But to the extent 
that the late Administration shall be smirched 
in this matter, ex-President Hayes will 
have nobody to blame but himself. He 
was persistent in turning a deaf ear to the 
complaints that were made, and protected 
the very men who will now go out of office 
in disgrace as the rascality shall be definitly 
fixed. Congressional influence seems to have 
had more weight in the case of the star serv- 
ice thanin anything else under the recent 
Administration, and it may transpire, before 
the history of the case shall be closed, that 
Mr. Hayes’ well-known and implicit faith in 
all assurances that came from Ohio betrayed 
him into his misplaced confidence.

HOUNDING WINDOM ON THE TARIF?. 

The effusive insolence of the prohibitory 
tariff rings at Washington is characteristic. 
These? monopolists, from long usage, have 
come to regard themselves as a specially 
privileged class, and they “parade their 
claims to privileges as unblushingly as 
do the illegitimate kindred of Royalty. 
During the last two years of Senator 
Sherman's term as Secretary it was de- 
manded of him that he should construe the 
Tariff law against the plain letter and purpose 
of the statutes, in order to strengthen de- 
mands of these ultra- protected rings. Secre- 
tary Sherman was hiwself a Protectionist, 
and was largely instrumental in framing 
the tariff as it now stands. He knew 
the history cf every line in the long 
code of high-protective legislation. He was 
compelled by this knowledge and by the plain 
intention of the law to overrule some half- 
dozen of these special demands for syecial 
exactions on consumers. He was roundly 
abused for his decisions, and he was threat- 
ened with the veugeauce of the mouopollsts. 

Secretary Windom has not been in olllee 
sixty days, but even the few weeks he has 
been in office have been largely taken up 
with the importunate demands of these pro- 
tected monopolists, that he hear “argu- 
ments why he should not only reverse and 
overrule decisions of his predecessors, but 
also overrule and reverse decisions of the 
Supreme Court of the United States. Our 
Washington correspondent wrote us yester- 
day: 

Secretary Windom is likely to have his time 
all oceup'ed in bearing appeals from decisions 
made by his predecessur during the past four 
years regarding tbe rate and metbeod of collect- 
ing the duties on various imported articles, un- 
less be abandons bis present program. Yester- 
duy be wave up several hours to the cotton-tie 
and boop-tron manufacturers, who argued 
against the rulings of the late Secretary, Mr. 
Sherman. Saturday the manufacturers of 
worsted goods are to have a bearing to urge the 
revocation of the ruling of Mr. Sherman affect 
ing their interests, and they will probably be 
followed by the sugar men, who bave taken re- 
newed hope from the recent decision of the 
Cnited States Court in New York aguinst col- 
ored sugars, and now propose to ask Secretary 
Windom to rescind che existing order probibit- 


ing the importation of Demerara sugurs as low- 
grade sugars. 


The proper place for these cases is the 
Courts. When the Secretary of the Treasury 
renders a deelsion, that becomes the law of 
the Department until the question is other- 
wise determined by the Courts. The Supreme 
Court recently decided the hosiery cases, 
when the Protectionists demanded that a duty 
should be collected of about 90 per cent on 
hosiery, and this decision the Proteetionists 
demand the Secretary shall now overrule. 
The cotton-tie and hoop-iron cases were decid- 
ed by Secretary Sherman long ago, and cases 
involving that decision are now pending in 
the Courts; but the monopolists demand that 
Secretary Windom shall, without waiting 
for a judicial decision, overrule Mr. Sber- 
man. The sugar cases present quile a differ- 
ent aspect. Sugar under our tariff pays 
duty according to its color. The deep- 
er the color, the lower the classifi- 
eation, and the lower the duty. The 
sugar refiners have the sugar they import 
artificially colored in order to reduce its duti- 
able value. Secretary Sherman decided that 
this false coloring, being fraudulent, should 
not govern inthe Custom-House classifica- 
tion of sugar, and compelled the importers to 
pay duty according to the real instead of the 
false coloring. The Sugar Ring have madea 
determined stand, and have brought several 
hundred suits for the recovery of the duties 
thus paid. In one of these cases, a single 
Judge in a New York Court has decided that 
the color of the sugar must govern, even if 
the coloring be added to the sugar for fraud- 
ulent purposes. Of course this question 
must go to the Supreme Court, but the Sugar 
Ring are hounding the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to accept this single ruling of a single 
Judge in one of several hundred cases, and 
accept that as the final law in the case. 

The Secretary of the Treasury is an able 
man, and a patient and amiable one, but the 
impudeunce of these confederated rings in de- 
manding that he shall by his mere dictum 
overrule the long established interpretations 
of the tariff, and, putting the Courts at defi- 
ance, rewrite the tariff every time the intelli- 
gence of the country leaves that tariff be- 
hind is insufferable. 

For twenty years Congress has been patch- 
ing the tariff, sometimes passing four or five 
acts in a year, bolstering it and supplying 
omissions in its scale of extraction and extor- 
tion from consumers, The abomination, 
however, is forever breaking down, and gen- 
erally through the means taken in the law 
itself to make it impregnable. Under these 
circumstances, Secretary Windom mignt, 
with great propriety, require these fellows to 
take all their claims for special privileges 
and for specia! bounties to the Courts, and if 
they fail there to carry them to Congress. It 
is no part of the duty of the Secretary of the 
Treasury to reverse the decisions of his 
predecessor or to patch up the tariff in the lu- 


terest of cormorants who are never satisfied | 


The sixty-eight votes in the Illinois 
House of Kepresentatives in favor of ap- 
propriating $30,000 from the State Treasury 
to maintain a water-power in a small stream 
called the Little Wabash River, is a notice to 
the taxpayers of this State as to the possibili- 
ties of an irresponsible Legislature. Of course, 
no bill of that character could have received 
sixty-eight votes in the House if it stood on 
its own merits. Standing slone, it would 
have been laughed outof the House. But 
the Little Wabash jobisonlya part of a 
much bigger job,—an omnibus scheme which 
invites trading, whereby every man who has 
a steal can finda market for his own vote, 
and where he can get votes for his own bill 
of plunder. 

The members of the Legislature are en- 
deavoring to build up a grand scheme of in- 
ternal improvements, and are gradually urg- 
ing each other up to the point of havinga 
biennial grab,—a sort of river and harbor 
bill—which, beginning small, will eventu- 
atly rollup into millions of dollars. This 
scheme inciudes the improvement of all the 
creeks, streams, and puddles in the central 
and southern counties of the State. Com- 
merce and sanitary improvements are the 
nominal ends, Every water-course is to be 
made “navigable,” and every slough and 
marsh is to have a stream of running health- 
giving water pushed through it. Then there 
are public buildings to be erected, There is 
a State institution to be located at every 
county-seat; where there is no suitable 
court-house one is to be built; where there 
is not an asylum, a hospital, a normal 
school, a university, an orphans’ home, a 
reform school or penitentiary, other in- 
stitutions are to be provided, so that the 
blessings of free government in the form of 
expenditures of the people’s earnings may be 
equitably distributed among all the specula- 
tors and jobbers. 

The Little Wabash” grab of $30,000 is 
the pioneer in this grand procession of so- 
called public improvements. It only lacked 
nine votes of a majority of the House, and it 
is held still on a motion to reconsider the 
vote by which.it failed. The list of yeas con- 
tain many names t will be of interest to 
their constituents Who pay taxes, Even this 
city contributed a liberal vote for this pal- 
pable raseality. Messrs. Cloonan, Collins, 
Ilarris, McMahon, Sullivan, Pearson, and 
Phelps voted for the steal, showing that they 
were ready with their votes to do what 
they could to promote the general steal and 
plunder of the Treasury. What did they 
care for the people of the State who are per- 
plexed to raise money to pay their personal 
taxes,—to pay debts created by equally irre- 
sponsible legislation? We see also that a 
number of other members from this end of 
the State voted to tax the people of their 
counties $30,000 to spend on the Little Wa- 
bash water-power job. What schemes or 
trades have these Representatives on hand 
which require support fora plunder bill of 

this kind? if the Representatives from Cook 
County voted for this bill in order to get votes 
for equally scandalous bills of their own, 
then we trust the General Assembly will sit 
down on all these bills, and do it crushingly. 
If any bill purporting to be in the interest of 
this county has no meritof its own, but must 
depend for success on a combination with 
such bills as this Little Wabash measure, then 
such Cook County bills ought to be buried. 
Among those voting for this swindle we no- 
tice the nameof the member from Pecaton- 
tea. Are we to infer from this that the 
Pecatonica is one of the streams that is to be 
made navigable and improved for sanitary 
purposes? It cost the people of this State 
nearly forty millions of dollars to get out ot 
a system of internal improvements, and it is 
to be hoped the people of the State will now 
properly condemn that member of the Legis- 
lature who will by vote or speech endeavor 
to tax the people again to engage in any 
second scheme of that kind. 


The Situation in France. 

Bismarck’s propositions and intentions rel- 
ative to joint action of the Powers agatust inter- 
national conspirators find most determined op- 
position in the French press. This is a singular 
phenomenon, when we consider the fact that the 
French Chambers, with surprising alacrity, ex- 
pressed their deep sorrow to the young Czar 
over the assasination of his father, and other- 
wise manfested cheir horror and condemnation 
of the dastardiy act by the adoption of appro- 
priate resolutions. French papers were also 
prosecuted for eulogizing the perpetraters of 
the murder at St. Petersburg, and leading French 
papers were overflowing with kindness and 
good will lu reference to the Russian situation. 
But everything has changed since then. France 
is beginning to understand that all the signs 
from the Russian Court indicate the impossibility 
at present of an alliance between the two coun- 
tries. The special invitation of Alexander III.. 
requesting the Crown Prince of Germany, whoin- 
tended to reach St. Petersburg in company with 
the Prince of Wales to take part iu the funerai 
obsequies of Alexander II., to leave Berlina day 
or two sooner, giving both time for private con- 
tzultation before the arrival of other guests, great - 
ly worried the French people. Thespeech of 
“Our Fritz”’ to the Germans of St. Petersburg 
before he left that city, giving them the assur- 
ance that the am @able relations which bad ex- 
isted botween the dead Czar and Germany would 
be uadisturped, and that all attempts at the 
disruption of these friendly connections would 
be in vain, disappointed them still more. They 
understood the address to which these words 
were directed, and they prepared for a change 
in their position tuwards Kussia. When Bis- 
marek took up the proposidon of Russia for 
united action of the Powers against regicidea, 
Nibilists, and Socialists with so mucb readiness, 
and Windthorst introduced bis resolution in ref- 
erence thereto in the German Re.chstag, earn- 
ing in returo the praises aud thanks of the Rus- 
sian Government and press, they became infu- 
riated, until to-day the organs of the Elysée 
(Grévy) and the Palais Bourbon (Gumbetta) are 
vehementiy opposing Bismarcks (Russia's 
plans in reference to the abridgment of the right 
of asylum. From tbe Irreconcilabies to the 
Left, the Republican party of France takes a 
united stand against them, and all differences 
and rivalries seem to have disappearvd as if by 
magic. The whole party shows a solid front, 
such as has not been seen for years. 

It is hardly necessary to state who will profit 
the must by this sudden boatile attitude of the 
Republican leaders of France. Gambetta to- 
day represeuts more than ever.the hopes of 
France. He is the vatural creation of the situa- 
tion in that Kepublic sivce 1870. As Disrae:i, 
when asked. Where do you stand?”"’ anawered, 
„stand on my head,” so Gambetta stands on 
his bead,—i.¢., on his brains. Asa man ot the 
moment, be profits by every international 
chance, by every national movement, and, singu- 
larly enough, whenever he scems to be on the 
verge of ruin either luck or ace.deat comes to 
his rescue. It seemed almost certain that bis 
pet scheme of the scrutjn de liste would result in 
a sovere defeat, but the excitement which this 
movement caused awong his opponents has 
subsided in consequence of vther ques- 
tions now agitating the political situation 
of Europe te its very foundations. Bismarck's 
international measures ugainst international 
conspirators have secured for Gambetta the 
good will of the Radical party of France. The 
conservative Republicuns have returned to bim 
for the same reasons. Alkbougu they are in 
favor of peace, they are opposed, at the same 
time, to any attempts on the part of Germany 
or the Powers which would require a haue or 
modification in France's home legislation. 
Thus Gambetta’s personal prospects have be- 
come bright and promising again just on the 
eve of an election. He will undoubtedly make 
good use of the situation, and prepare bis plans 
for the future. If be should ever hold the 
power in bis hands he will not be asked by what 
means he succeeded in obtaining it. The

2 Gambetta's plans are gready ae 


The radical change produced in the public opin- 
ion of France ia consequence of this state of 
affairs is of great assistance to Gambetta, and 
he is not the man to cast this advantage aside. 
But between now and next winter a great many 
things may happen which might reverse the sit- 
uation. There's many a slip “twixt the cup 
and the lip.” 


From the English papers just come to 
band it seems that the authorities are taking 
extraordinary precautions to prevent the Nil- 
ists or Fenians from throwing a bomb at the 
British Queen Bee. The London Times of April 
8 contained a very remarkable and conspicuous 
paragrapb headed The Court,” and describing 
ber Majesty's journey from Windsor to Osborne. 
It appears that precautions are now taken for 
the Queen's safety like those adopted in Russia, 
and that, contrary to all previous vtiquet, the 
papers have been permitted to describe them. 
The Queen's train bas always been preceded by 
a pilot engine, but on Wednesday the railway 
along its whole length was watched by plate- 
lavers, provided with flags and fog-signais, 80 
that an alarm might be sent instantly along the 
line. The departure, announced for Tuesday, 
was suddenly changed to Wednesday, and on 
the Queen's arrival at Portsmouth, both the Al- 
berta and the Admiralty yacht the Enchantress 
were found in waiting. The latter had been 
suddenly ordered up, the Queen had mide her 
choice at the last moment. and the Enchantress 
was chosen. All this must mean either that the 
Government bave information that the sov- 
ereigp is threatened, which seems impossible, 
considering her relation to the Executive, or 
that the recent catastrophe in St. Petersburg 
has produced an impression in ber Majesty's 
mind that all crowned heads are in danger. We 
do not believe that any “bloody Irishman” 
wants to disturb a hair of the old lady's head. 
No Irish cause could by any possibility be pro- 
moted by assasinating the Empress of India. 


Tur election of representatives from the 
several districts of the City of St. Petersburg, 
whose duty it is to select from amoug theirown 
number twenty-five members who sbail consti- 
tute the Police Council, or Pulice Parliament, as 
it is ironically designated by the Berlin papers, 
was held April I. The representatives were im- 
mediately after their election summoned to the 
City-Hali; Ass made their appearance. The 
Council of Twenty-five were chosen without de- 
lay. Among them are Generals, civil officers high 
in position, Judges, a Rector of the University, 
one editor, and ten city officials. All fe- 
males, owners of bouses in their own name, 
were permitted to vote in the election 
of reprepresentatives. The chicf officer 
of the city immediately proposed to the Council 
two measures: (1) The placing of guardson all 
roads leading frum the city except the raliroads 
where officers are already stationed, to revise 
the passports ot travelers; and (2) the levying ot 
a tax on hacks which carry passengers to and 
from the railroad depots, the hacks to be num- 
bered so that their numbers when necessary 
van be called by the police. It is a singular fact 
that the property-owning ladies of St. Peters- 
burg were endowed with the right of suffrage in 
municipal affuirs without asking for it. 


Tue last will and testament of Col. Fred- 
erick Hecker was opened and admitted to pro- 
bate on the 19tb of this mouth. The document 
is dated Feb. 25, 1874. and signed in the presence 
of C. Eisenmayer and G. Boesching, Sr., who, by 
not informing the family of the deceased of one 
of the clauses contained therein, i. e., the clause 
in refcrence to bis burial, made a serious mis- 
take. That clause reuds as follows: 

My corpse shall te opened and the heart be 
taken out, which shall be embalmed, placed ina 
motal urn. and sent to Mannheim, Germany. 
My friends and relatives will iater it in the 
family burying-groun’, where a'so rest the re- 
mains of my father and of tbree of my chil- 
dren. My bead snail be left untouched. My 
remains shall be placed in a vauit to be built in 
the gravevard at Lebanon, St. Clair County, III.. 
which shall be of auch dimensions that the re- 
mains of my beloved wife, Josephine, can be 
placed at the s de of my own in the future. 

The Colonel never informed his family of this 
clause contained in bis last will, and as the 
above-named witnesses to the document did not 
say a word his remains were buried at Summer- 
leid. The body wit! tbe exbumed, and, if ite 
decomposition has not gone too far, the heart 
will be taken out, embalmed, and sent to Mann- 
heim in accordance with the expressed wish of 


the deceased.

New York, April 22.— Was good 
news for the World's Fair Contmissioners to- 
day in the shape of an intimation that Mr. 
William H. Vanderbilt was willing to with- 
draw the restrictions under which the sub- 
scription of the Central & Hudson River 
Railroad Company was given. As Mr. Van- 
derbilt was the first to sugwest conditional 
subscriptions several months ago, and the 
managers of the Pennsylvania and Erie 
Roads were then quick to follow his exam- 
ple, it is thought that they will now follow 
suit. Although the matter is not definitly 
decided, enough has been learned of 
Mr. Vanderbilt’s intentions to 
lift a great load : doubt 
and perplexity from the minds ot the Fair 
Commissioners. At the rooms of the Com- 
mittee it was thought that the Sub-Committee 
appointed to devise ways and means for 
securing funds would have a most cheering 
report to make at the regular meeting of the 
Commissioners, to be held on Wednesday 
next. 

A CAREFUL ESTIMATE 
had been made by the Sub-Committee, and 
it is evident that $6,000,000 would be sufficient 
to place the proposed Fair upon a substan- 
tial basis, and insure its success. One very 
favorable circumstance for the Commissioners 
is the fact that building material and labor 
are now very cheap, which was not the case 
when the Philadelphia Centennial buildings 
were erected. If the railroad companies will 
subscribe from $2,000,000 to $3,000,000, it is 
thought that the remainder of the funds 
needed can be secured without difficulty. 
Thus far about thirty gentlemen have partly 
promised to add to the amount of their sub- 
scriptions. In addition to the report of the 
Committee on Ways and Means that will 
probably be received at the next Wednesday 
meeting of the Commissioners, it is thought 
that some definit action will be taken 
toward securing plans and specifications for 
the buildings, and the making of contracts 
for the construction of the same. Thus far 
more than a dozen prominent contractors 
have signified their intention to make bids 
for the work as soon as the opportunity is 
offered. 
THE EXPENSES INCURRED 

for the Fair up to the present date have 
been assumed by the Commissioners, and 
will be paid out of their private purses. 
This isasaving to the Fair enterprise of 
about 875.000. When the Philadelphia Cen- 
tennial enterprise was no farther advanced 
than the World's Fair is at this date, 875,000 
had vanished. The Sub-Comuinittee on Ways 
and Means met at the Grand Central Depot 
to-day, and had a conference with Mr. Wiil- 
iam II. Vanderbilt. Representatives of the 
Pennsylvania and Erie Railroads were also 
present. The exact result of the conference 
was not made known, and will not be di- 
vulged until next Wednesday’s meeting of 
the Commissioners, 

ENOUGH UAS BEEN ASCERTAINED, 
however, to show that Mr. Vanderbilt’s atti- 
tude toward the World’s Fair has changed 
considerably, and that he is willing to make 
his subseripaons nneonditional, if there is a 
reasonable prospect that the managers of 
the Erie and Pennsylvania Roads will do 
likewise. If this result is brought about the 
Cowwissioners will not be required to raise 
$4,000,000 on their own account before the 
can expect to receive any aid from the rail- 
road companies. Whichever way the mat- 
ter turns, the fate of the proposed Fair will 
no doubt be definitly decided at next Wed- 
nesday’s meeting. 


A FAILURE. 
CAR-DRIVERS STRIKE IN A HALF- 
HEARTED WAY. 

Special Dispatch to The Uhicago Tribune. 

New Yors, April 2.—At 11 o’clock this 
morning pews reached Mr. Lyons, President 
of the Third Avenue Railroad, that the 
drivers on the upper or Harlem end of the 
line had tied up their cars. Warned by 
what appeared in the newspapers this 
morning, Mr. Lyons was not altogether un- 
prepared fora strike. Hurrymg to the Har- 
lem Depot he found a line containing fifteen 
cars driveriess and impeding the track. The 
strikers stood quietly on the sidewalk, and 
exhibited no disposition to interfere with the 
officers of the Company, although they hissed 
emphatically when they saw several men 
employed as extras take their vacated places. 
In less than halfan hour Mr. Lyons and his 
assistants succeeded in breaking the block of 
the road, but even then their troubles were 
not over, as several other drivers deserted 
theircars. Before noon, however, the road 
was again in good running condition, and 
the strikers saw that their sacrifice had been 
in vain. The men say that 

FIFTY DRIVERS STRUCK, 

but Mr. Lyons holds that no more than 
fifteen gave up their cars. At about 11:30

A RUMORED COMPROMISE.

Tunnel Company has mortgaged all its prop- 
erty of every description to the Central Trust 
Cumpany, as trustees, to secure the payment 
of 10,000 bonds of the par value of $1,000 
each, to be known as first-mortgage con- 
struction bonds, to be issued as the work of 
completing and equipping the tunnel under 
the Hudson River progresses. The bonds 
are payable in 1890, with interest at 6 per 
cent. A clause of the mortgage recites that 
an indebtedness of $500,000 has already been 
incurred by the Tunnel Company, and 
$9,700,000 more is needed to secure the nec-

HAVERLY’S. 

Mr. W. E. Sheridan is playing to exceedingly 
small audiences. This might have been ex- 
pewed, for he is known to few playgoers here 
except by name, and he made his début with an 
entire absence of the customary flourish of 
trumpets. His first effort was in Louis XL; 
bis performance on Wednesday night wus 
Shy'vck. We need not stop to discuss 
the character of the Jew, and en- 
deavor to state with precision what Shak- 
speare meant when he drew him. The general 
idea ig to make him covetous and vindictive, to 
sink the father ia the miser, to make him the 
prey of base passions, to deny bim many of the 
better qualities of his race, to impress upon the 
audience the innate sense of justice embodied 
in the character, and to imbue the 
spectatcr at the end with the feel- 
ing that Shilock was hardiy alt with. 
This is evidentiy Mr. Sheridan's idea of the part, 
but he only partially sueceeds in embodying it. 
He presents a man of great force and character. 
possessing courage, teuacity of purpose, and a 
dignity which is never broken even to the end 
of the trial scene. There is scarcely a touch of 
the servility which actors often lay on 80 thick 
us to disdgure the rt. A judicious 
restraint ia this irecuon is wo 
commeuded. but be could ensiliy, 
without be.ng offensively servile, more distinct- 
y mark in the triul scene the respect which a 

ew in those days was compelled to show the 
Coristian. His make-up, cureful and artistic, 
represents a mau of three-score or so. He is 
erect in ais bearing. He bas a gravity 
of manner that migot characterize a Sena- 
tor. His dress, bearing, speech, action. gesture, 
are at all times free from exaggeration. Tas 
is the Jew which Mr. Sheridan presents in a 
cureful, studied, labored, measured way. We 
cannot become couviuced that be really feels 
the loss of his ducats or his dauguter. The as- 
sumption is deficient in spontaneity. It is a 
hard, conscious, artificial effort that brings 
forth no touch of compassion, uo feeling of 
pity when, crushed by his judges, he 
makes bis tinal exit. His finest effort 
was undoubtedly bis scene with Tubal and in 
the trial scene he was diva ppointing,owing partly 
to the cause we have named and also tu a lack 
of subtlety on whe part of the actor tw puriray 
the varying phases of the Jew’s mod. The da- 
nity assumed in theearlier iuvidents was, al- 
though modilied, too rigid in the later ones 
when he is feated and broken. Mr. 
Sueridan bas a telling voice, although 
limited in compass and lacking in sympachetic 
notes. His articulation is very clear, altbough 
hisenunciation is not always pleasant to the 
eur, and nis reading is generally intelligent. We 
ure willing to concede that Mr. Sberidan's acting 
wus somewhat marred by the mauver in whica 
the compuny supported dim. He ap- 
peared at times ili at euse and nerv- 
ous, no doubt by reason of this. With the 
exception of Mr. Jonn A. Lane, the Gratiano, 
Mr. Edmund Collier, the Bussanio, Mr. Henry A. 
Langdon as Antonio, none of the compuny gave 
conscientious attention to their work. In the 
habit of piaying with Jonn McCullough, they 
seemed to think that the small aud.eoce in front 
of them was not with their labora, and they 
walked torourb their parts. stumbied over their 
lines, and seemed ouly ecuger to see the 
curtain fall on the play. We may bote the fact 
that Mr. Sheridan, in refraining from cutt 
but the last act of “The Merchant of Venice.” 
shows a spirit which some of our leading trage- 
dians would do weil to emulate. 

Marble Heart was given last night, 
Sheridan assumed, of course, 
of Raphae. it was a cold. 

unimpussioned, vuimaginative piece of 
business, and with the exception of the seene 
with Marco in the third act it did not redect 
great credit upon the artist. ln this scene. how- 
ever, he appeared to give himeelf up to the 
situation, and so thoroughly did be do so that 
be won the sympathy of the house. The last 
act, however, wus tame and unimpressive. 
Miss Kate Forsyth has not power enough 
for Marco.

LINCOLN, NEB. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
LixncunNx, Neb., April 22.—The early spring 
floods are being repeated in this State, not only 
along the Missouri River, but in the central and 
western portions of the State.

The Chicago flood is abating. The river fell 
about eight inches yesterday, and, though it is 
yet a turbulent, swift stream, its velocity has 
falien off to about five miles perhour. The 
water is yellow and muddy with the drift of the 
Despiaines River, a mixture of dried leaves, 
twigs, clay, and other débris which loses its 
rural characteristics in mingling with the slime 
and sediment the fast current bas scoured out 
of the bottom of the Chicago River.

Prindivilie was dragging an anchor through 
the South Branch to stir up the filth, 
which was quickly taken up 4 the 
flow and carried on its way rejoicing.

At Twelfth street bridge the waters,had fallen 
about tive inches up to yesterday afternoon.

by the presence of water in the buse- 
ment, which has flowed into the 
iron tanks that hold the elevator-boots, 
The interruption is not serious,as but little 
grain is coming in, and, if the water con- 
tinues to fall, work will probably be resumed 
to-day.

SIGNAL-SERVICE BULLETINS. 
Wasninoeton, D. C., April 22.—The following 
special bulletin has just been issued by the 
Chief Signai Ufficer: 

“The middle waters of the Missouri and the 
Mississippi are again as high, and at points 
higher, than at the first spring flood, the former 
being five feet ten incnes above the danger-line 
at Omaha, and the latter being three feet at 
Keokuk, and five feet seven inches above the 
danger-line at Cairo.

During the past winter precipitation in the

The indications are that threat- 
ening weather and occasional rain will prevail 
in the Gulf States, Ohio Valley and Tennessee, 
Middle and South Attantic States during to-day 
and probably to-morrow, and that fair weather

THE ALBANY, IA., DISASTER. 
Special Digpatéh to [he Chicago Tribune. 

CLINTON, Ia., April 22.—Full particulars of the 
horrible accident near Albany are as follows: 
The train consisted of the engine, tender, bag- 
gage and express car, passenger-coach, and a 
sleeper. It left Freeport on time. No connec 
tions from north or east were made, because of 
floods and washouts. nsiderable express mat- 
ter was leftat Ful Junction. The train left 
Albany a little late, and reached Meredosia 
River, a mile below, about twenty minutes to 
5. Watches stopped sixteen minutes to5. The 
engine whistled for the road-crossing, but not 
for the bridge, which, evidently appeared ail 
right. Not a single note of warning was given 
before the train plunged headlong into the 
river, eighty feet of trestle giving way in an 
instant. The engine, tender, and two 
first cars went into the river; the sleeper 
hung on the verge. The cars floated 
off, as stated yesterday. The engineer and fire- 
man went down with the engine, and are not yet 
found. The engine lics in seven feet of water 
fifteen feetfrom the bridge. Both cars were 
broken in; the water pouredin likea deluge 
from all directions. Most of the passengers got 
out through the windows; climbed up, and 
helped each other on to the roofs. The latest 
account makes the number of train men seven 
and passengers fifteen; seven were drowned, as 
follows: William West, engineer, resides at 
Freeport, leaves a wife and two children; Louis 
Killion, fireman, Burlington, Wis.; D.

Commissioner Fink has addressed the follow- 
ing letter to the editor ef the New York Tribune 
explaining some of his previous assertions re- 
garding railroad competition: 

Sin: [note in your editorial of to-day that 
you bave not fully understood some portion of 
the argument contained in the articie pub- 
jished in the Werld of the 16th, in which I 
endeavored to show that the railroad com- 
panies are limited in their charges by canal 
competition. I,meant, of course, limited as to 
their maximum charges. They can’ arbitrarily, 
if they choose, make rates much lower, but not 
2 — than canal competition allows. 

ou ask the question, * Whether the Commis- 
sioner can explain what the water routes bad to 
do with the reduction of the rates on April 11 
from 30 to % cents, or with the advance of April 
18?" To this lanswer, They had nothing to do 
with it. But the water routes had every- 
thing to do with the reducuon of 
rates from % to cents on April 1. 
The 30-cent rate, it was agreed, should be main- 
tained during the summer months. It was on 
account of the agreement of March 11, to which 
you refer, and the object of wbich you correctiy 
explain, that it became necessary to make the 
reduction from 30 to 25 cents. This low rate, in 
the opinion of the railroad managers, is not 
justified at present.by water competition. It is 
very unprofitable to the railroad companies, 
hardly paying more than operating cost. 

Under the agreement of March II all shippers 
are to be put upon the same footing, aud the 
plan of reducing rates to a common level in case 
it was found that any one shipper was favored 
with special rates was devised for the purpose 
of putting a stop tofavoritism. As soon as the 
desired object was obtained the rates were 
restored to J cents. 

With this explanation, I hope you will perceive 
that there is uo inconsistency in the action of 
the raHroad managers with any statements that 
I bave made in my letter of April 16. Respect- 
fuliy yours, ALBERT FINK.

NEWFOUNDLAND AND ITS PEOPLE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

TORONTO, April 22.—Mr. Frank Moberly, Civil 
Engineer, of this city, bas just returned from 
Newfoundland, where he has been engaged for 
the past nine months locating the line for the first 
railway ever built on the isiand. Of the Island 
of Newfoundland comparatively little is known 
by Western people, save the general fact of its 
importance as a valuable fishing-ground on the 


Atlantic coast. Of late steps have been taken | 


by the Government of the Island to construct 
one or more lines of railways for the better 
transport of produce. The population is chiefly 
concentrated on the southeast part of the Island. 


Here is situated St. Johns, the Capital; 
and in Trinity Bay, on the north 
side, the ocean- cable first touches land 


on the American Continent. Of the interior of 
the main portion of the island-nothing is known, 
except what has been published as the result of 
an exploring party made through the centre 
some years ago. They reported excellent land 
and good timberin many places, and minerais 
in abundance. Mr. Moberly states that the 
specimens of copper-ore shown him exceed in 
riehness anything of the kind that he had ever 
before seen in the course of an extended obser- 
vation. Gold, silver, and lead are found in pay- 
quantitiea. 
ewfoundiand was originally settled in 1593 
by a colony of immigrants from Ireland. Since 
that time very few new-comers have taken up 
their aLode on the island. The people have mar- 
ried among each other to a large extent. In one 
small village sixty famiNes were found beart 
the same family-name. The result of this inter- 
marriage of near relatives, with no infusion of 
new blood, is believed to be apparent in the 
physical deformity and meutal debasement of 
the people. Mr. Moberly states that the inhab- 
itants live in the most abject condition of pov- 
erty and destitution which it is possible to con- 
ceive of. Even the Digger Indian, who is gen- 
erally supposed to rate about as low as any in 
the scale of humanity on the American Conti- 
nent, is said to be superior to the average New- 
foundlander in intelligence and habits of clean- 
liness, The Newfoundlanders livein smali huts, 
constructed of upright wooden poles planted in 
the ground, and inclosed with boards in the most 
primitive tashion. These erections, for some 
unexplained reason, are styled tits.“ -a cog- 
nomen which is not altogether inappropriate, 
from the fact that after a short time 
they tilt over to one side in a manner seeming 
to threaten their fall before the biast. In con- 
sequence of the ignorance ot the people, all 
efforts: made by the Government toward the 
amelioration of their condition, and their en- 
ligntenment generally, are met with decided 
opposition. both from the people themseleves, 
and from the fishing companies in whose services 
they are engaged during the season. 
men are almost exclusively en in 
cod and seal fisheries, for which Newfoundiand 
and Labrador are noted. The season opens in 
March, when the men are fitted out for the seal- 
fishery, which generally lasts till the end of 
April. There are now from twenty to thirt 
steum-vesaeis engaged in the seal-fishery, an 
each vessel carries from 300 to 350 men. "he the 
old days of sailing-vessels a much larger num- 
ber were employed, and, as each vessel took out 
asmany men as are no taken on a steam- 
vessel, employment was given to many times 
the number of men that are now a. The 
seals are caught on the fields of floating ice, 
and on these the hunters try to surprise them 
while sleeping, killing he youue with clubs and 
shooting the resisting adults. The dead seal 
then ripped up with a knife, when the 
inside rolls out, leaving in the hunter's hands all 
that is valuable, the skin with the fat — 
to it. These are separated and 
marketable on the return of the vessel at 
close of the catch. At the close of the 
season the vessels are fitted out for the 
herring tishery on the Labrador coast, 
lasts till November. The men receive as re- 
muneration a share in the catch, usual!

Had ibey 
dune so, what they submitted would have been 
merely their suggestions. He had sent to 
Sprinefieid tor we aevessary bianks for in- 
corporation, andif the report wus adupted, and 
it Was thought desirabie, ne would present them 
to the Com wittee,

WHY THE COMMITTEE HAD RECOMMENDED 
INCORPORATION, 

Mr. Gassette said the gentiemen present would 
recollect very well the discussion that took place 
peo and con upon the question. Without iucor- 
poratiun the body would be irresponsibie, and 
theretore could not cummence as it shuuld to 
carry furward so great ua undertaking as the 
erection of a memorial building. The carrying 
througo of the project to a successful conelusiva 
would require a vast amount ot labor anda 
very iarge amount ot money; and uot ouly labur 
and time, but a long period of time.

The fifth cooking lesson by Miss Corson in 
Fairbank Hall yesteday morning was attend- 
ed by more than the usual number of ladies, 
the interest in cookery seeming to be in- 


creasing, 
CREOLE SOUP 

was the first dish on the bill of fare. “Garlic,” 
said the teacher, “is charracteristic of creole 
dishes, but onions will do. Use a medium- 
sized one, peeled and sliced, or a clove of 
garlic for a quart of soup, and a can of toma- 
toes peeled and sliced. Put these over the fire 
and let them begin to cook while you cut up 
in slices a smail carrot and a smal! turnip. 
Make a bouquet of herbs by tying together 
two tablespovafuls of parsiey with the 
stems and roots on, a stalk ofcelery, half a 
dozen cloves, about the same number of 
unground pepper corns and a bay leaf. 
Add this to the soup and season 
it with a little salt.“ The reason for using 
cloves and unground pepper was to secure 
their flavor and prevent the cloud.ng of soup 
or sauce. When she used ground pepper, 
she selected ceyenne or the white, - 

In reply to a question Miss Corson said she 
used the liguid from the tomatoes for the 
soup, this being sufficient. 

After all the ingredients have been placed 
in the soup, itis to be allowed to cook very 
slowly until all the vegetables are tender 
enough to rub through a flour-seive with a 

tato masher. If not thin enough, put in 

ot water or broth. Thin itto the consist- 
ency of cream. f it is not palatable, 
season wiih salt and pepper. Putin about 
two heaping tablespoontuls of boiled 
rice for a quartof soup,—half a cupful be- 
fore cooking will answer for four quarts, If 
the soup is too thin—that depends upon the 
condiuon of the tomatoes—it can be thick- 
ened with a very little white sauce made like 
the white soup, but with water instead of 
milk, because the acid in the tomatoes will 
curdie the milk unless there is added for 
each qaart of soup a saltspoonful of baking 


soda.

“ Never wasn macaroni,” she said, before 
itis boiled. If it is dusty, wipe it off with a 
| cloth.“ 

igressing a little, Miss Corson told the 
class how to boil rice so that all the grains 
would be separate the mass perfectly 
dry. Pick it over,” she said, “and take 
out any husks there may be in the rice; wash 
it in cold water and drain it; and then put it 
into plenty of boiling water and salt. Boil it 
for twelve minutes; then drain it and cover 
it with the lid of the kettle or a thick towel, 
Let it stand ten or twelve minutes longer, 
until itis dry and the grains crack just a 
little. Then it will be ready to use,” 

Having put the macaroni on the stove, Miss 
Corson set about preparing 

“BOILED FISH, SAUCE HOLLANDAISE.” 
Any kind of fish could be used, onty it should 
not be split. Fish-men are possessed with 
the insane idea that they must give it a slash 
down the middle, which, in nine cases out of 
ten, makes trouble for the housekeeper, be- 
cane, if the fish is to be stuffed and baked, 
the slash has to be sewed up again; if to be 
boiled, it is almost impossible to keep the fish 
in shape, as it breaks so easily; arid if to be 
fried, it spoils the shape of the slices. It is 
— as easy to dress a fish by —s 
t at the gills.” If fish-men woulc 
concentrate -their attention on the fins and 
remove them it would be better. To boila 
fish,” she went on, “use cold water for a 
large one and boiling water for a small one, 
—salt being added. A thin fish is the best 
for boiling. if you puta large fish into bil- 
ing water the outside will be done before the 
inside, whereas if you put it into cold water, 
and heat it gradually, you are sure to have 
it thoroughly cooked. A small fish will 
— be cooked by the time it is well 
ieated through.” There were many other 
ways gi preparing fish,—ways that belonged 
to chat' high art, cooking, which was to come 
by and by. One was to boil a fish with a 
strong stock of bouillon made of cheap 
wine (claret), which was sometimes imitated 
by acumbination of vinegar and water. A 
bouquet of herbs was also used. She twisted 
the fish in hand into a letter *S” by using a 
string, and said it was better, unless one had 
1 tisi-kettle, to tie a cloth around it so that it 
could be easily tifted out of the water.

ATLANTA, Ga., April 2.—Hill & Thompson, 
appointed as Assignees of the Citizens’ Bank. 
which suspended a few days since, made a re- 
port to-day showing the liabilities of the bank, 
as appears from the books, to be $601,500.87, and 
assets, $674,754.69. The Assignees report much 
of the assets of a valueless character. The im- 
pression seems to be that the creditors will get 
very little, owing to the large amount of bad 
paper among tbe assets. Deposits are offered at 
10 cents on the dollar, with vo desire to pur- 
chase. A committee of creditors, with 
two experts, now have the books, 
and will go over them. The State 
had $103.000 deposited in this bank when it 
failed, the institution bemg a State depository. 
Rbould the Courts decide the State a preferred 
creditor, the creditors will be poorly provided 
for. Inthe Supreme Court to-day arguments 
for and against the decision of Judge Under- 
wood, of the Kome Circuit, which decision gives 
the State a prior claim to the assets, was argued. 
Tne attorneys of the creditors of the Citizens 
Bank joined in an effort to break down the de- 
cision, believing that if the decision is sustained 
their clients will get a black eye. The best-in- 
formed lawyers engaged in the case give it as 
their opinion that the Supreme Court will sus- 
tain the decision of Underwood. The failure is 
such a bad one that there are some of the cred- 
itors who are strongly in tavor of having Brown 
and Patterson, President and Cashier, indicted.

All Quiet at South Chicago and Pullman 
Foolish Action of the Upholsterers. 


THE FREIGHT MEN. 
THE STRIKE PRACTICALLY ENDED. 

Although the attempt of the freight-bandiers 
to inaugurate a strike at al the freight- houses 
in the city at noon Thursday proved a dismal 
failure, owing to the lack of organization and 
unity of action among the men, still the Michi- 
gan Central, Fort Wayne, and other Eastern 
railroads thought discretion the better part of 
valor, and agreed yesterday morning tocompro- 
mise with their men by allowing the truckwen 
an advance of 20 per cent, as asked for, and 
make a corresponding udvance in the pay of the 
callers-off and delivery men. A mavager of one 
of the roads that made this arrangement stated 
that all other Eastern lines had promised 
to advance the pay of their men to 
the same figures. The men at the Lake 
Shore bad received no definit reply. but 
upon the understunding that they would get the 
same as the men at the houses of the other East- 
ern roads they remained at work. Most of the 
men at the Baltimore & Obio remained at work 
upon the same understanding, there being no 
Official in this city authorized to act. The East- 
ern Managers, it is understood, after talking 
over the situation, came to the conclusion that 
the demand was not unjust and that it would be 
but fair to give them au increase in wages. But 
aside from this it was thought better to make 

be concession than interrupt the freight busi- 
ness at this point, as it is unusually heavy at 


present, and will be for some days or probably 


weeks. 

At the Western freight-houses most fof the 
men were also at work yesterday morums. 
The Illinois Central was the only one where all 
the mea stuid out. The Chicago, Rock Island 
& Pacific promised their men that they shouid 
get us bigh wages as were paid by rival lines, 
and most of the men seemed satisfied with this, 
A few of the men took their time, but their 
places were readily filled. The Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Quincy pewpie say that their men have 
not asked for an advance, and are perfectly 
contented. It is understood, however, that their 
pay was advanced some days ag, Wich ac- 
counts for their peaceableness. The Milwaukee 
& St. Paul, it is stuted, has agreed to advanee 
the pay of its men B cents, and told those that 
were not satisfied with this to take their time. 
Only a small number left, whiie the rest ro- 
mained at work. The olliciais of this road say 
that they had hundreds of applications from 
experienced men who are willing to work 
at the price offered at $1. for tru king. 
General Superintendent Chuppel said that an 
advance of 15 ceuts had been accepted by the 
freight-bandiers on bis road, but if other West- 
ern rouds paid more than that the Alton would 
give its men the same. The Alton is now pay- 
ing. be said, to all its employes as large wages as 


ure paid by any otber road, and be anticipated

It is probable that this morning the Company 
will put “green bands” at work in the 
freight- house. 

THE NORTHWESTERN. 

At ll o'clock yesterday moraing a committee 
of three of the Northwestern freigut-men wait- 
ed upon Mr. A. B. Brinkerhoff, the Local Agent, 
and stated that the whole gung wanted their 
wages advanced 9 per cent, as asked from the 
other railrvad companies. Mr. Brinkerhoff 
uuswe he bad no authority to grant their 
request. and asked if they would not wait until 
Monday noon for the Company to consider the 
matter.

When working time arrived at the Michigan 
Centra! freight-house yesterday morning the 
men were still all out.“ and about 8 o clock 
they went over on Market street, tatend to 
hoid a meeting there with other strikers. But 
about 9 o'clock Ass:stant General Super- 
intendent Brown instructed the foreman 
to hunt the men and make them 
this offer: To increase the truckmen from $1.25 
to 28 (20 per cent advance); the callers-vff 
from $1.40 to 61.55 and $1.46), making two grades; 
the deliverymen from $1.6 to $1.70. The fore- 
man found the men congregated together on 
Market street, and he told them what the Com- 
pany was willing todo. They said that this was 
pretty fair, but asked what pay they would get 
for overtime. The foreman said that overtime 
would be paid for at the same rate, and the men 
finuliy said they would accept the offer, although 
they would have liked 2 cenis an bour for over- 
time.

otberwise obtain. A closer eye will also be kept 
upon a certain class of atturneys who daily fre- 
quent the jail, ostensibly to see clients, and the 
County Board will, most likely, be asked to al- 
low the employment of addidonal watchmen.

Y SOUTH SIDE RAILWAY. 
NO CHANCE OF A STRIKE AERE. 

The conductors, drivers, barnmen, and other 
employés of the Chicago City Railway Company 
(the South Side lines) are feeling good over the 
advance in wages yesterday granted to them. 
When the West Side men went out it was ex- 
pected that their South Side brethren would fol- 
low, but they did uot do so. Superintendent 
Holmes was at that time absent from the city, 
and the request was mude of the employés that 
they would await his return. which was expected 
to be about the 25th inst. Yesterday morning 
he somewhat unexpectedly waiked into bis 
office and was informed of the situation, of 
which he had been entirely ignorant. The re- 
sult was that the clerks were set to work figur- 
ing on rates of pay, etc., and at2 p.m. the fol- 
lowing was formulated: 

“OHnICAGO, April 22.—To the Conductors and 
Drivers of the Chicago City Railway Company— 
GENTLEMEN: In placing upon the bulletin boards 
of the different barns a new rate of wages equal 
to an advance of 15 per cent on rates heretofore 
paid, and allowing the higherrate to all who 
have been in the employ of the Company tirty 
days, the undersigned desires to return to you 
the thanks of the management for your 
courteous and honorable bearing during the 
late excitement. 

“This emphatic expression of confidence and 
good-willon your part in quietly awaiting the 
return of the writer is deeply appreciated by 
him, and by all concerned in the management 
of the road, and is especially grateful as the 
Company is embarking in an enterprise which 
it is hoped will promote the welfare of all. since 
itis an assurance on your part that you can be 
depended upon, and that any differences be- 
tween the Company and yourselves shall be 
duly considered in the spirit of fairness and 
mutual good-will. With regards to each of 
you personally, l am, very truly yours, 

C. B. HoLuks, Superintendent.“ 

In the past this Company has had three classes 
of men, and three separate rates of pay. Extra 
men served one to two months at lower wages 
than were accorded to regulars, and these again 
did not attain tothe maximum figures until they 
had been in tne service of the Company one 
year. This distinction is now removed, and all 

men who have been steadily employed for thirty 
days or more receive the regular rates of pay. 
The increase is equivalent to about 15 per cent 
all round. The men on the State and Thirty- 
ninth street lines, for instance, who muke eight 
trips per day, have been getting 28 cents per trip. 
and will in future receive cents for the same 
work, or $2.56 per day. The Cottage Grove ave- 
nue men, naking seven trips, arc advanced from 
30 to 44% cents, and the Archer avenue men, who 
make eight trips, are advauced from 28 to 2 
cents per trip. The men employed in the barns 
were given a general increase of 25 cents per 
day, and now ali is lovely on the South Side.

JONES AND THE MARSHALSHIP. 

A few weeks ago, when A. M. Jones was candi- 
date for the Marshalship here, some afiidavits 
were sent on from Chicago charging him with 
having appropriated a 8750 note belonging to J. 
W. Hersey and refusing to surrender it. Mr. 
Jones immediately sent on an affidavit so fully 
and clearly explaining the matter that the 
charges were never made to President Garfield. 
Judge Moran is now engaged in hearing the case 
of J. W. Hersey, for the use of A. M. Jones 
against Samuel J. Doggett, which involves the 
very transactions on which the above charge 
was made. ‘This is a suit to recover the amount 
of the $750 note which was made by Doggett 
March 7, 1876, due four years after date, and 
payable to the order of J. W. Hersey. 

After the note had been offered in evidence, 
Mr. Jones himself took the witness-stand and 
testifiea that in the fall of 1875 Jones and Run- 

‘an made a contract with Hersey by which the 
atter wasto purchase of them twelve lots on 
Fulton and Walnut streets tor 616,500. Hersey 
was also to erect twelve houses on the lots and 
to negotiate loans on the houses. He was to 
pay Ca. 000, which was to be used to pay off the 
first mortwage un the land, and then was to pay 
Jones $5,450 in second mortgage paper, and 
pay the rest by deeding back to Jones 
certain houses after they were built. Hersey 
executed and deiivered to Jones second mort- 
gage paper to the amount of $3,750. and also 

ave us part thereof this note for 8750 of 8. J. 
jorrett, leaving a balalance due on the con- 
tract ot $950. Doggett bought one of the twelve 
houses of Hersey, and in payment assumed a 
mortgage of $2,250 and gave a second mortgage 
to Hersey for 32.250. consisting of thirty-nine 
notes,—tbirty-seven of them being for $40 eacn, 
one for $20,and one for $73. ‘The notes and 
trust-deed were executed and left in the hands 
of S. C. Hayes, to be heid by him until the house 
should be completed. When it was done, Hayes 
was to turn the notes over to Hersey. After the 
house was built some of the notes were taken 
by Hersey to pay the contractors, and some 
were given to Thomas Tulley for work. After- 
wards Hersey, in the presence of Jones, re- 
quested Hayes to give Jones the $750 note as 
part payment of the second — 1 paper for 
85.450, which was done, and received by Jones in 
lieu of part of the second mortgage paper due 
from Hersey. The $3,750 of the second mort- 
gauge paper which was given ! past due and un- 
aid by Hersey, and the $750 note, also, bas never 
— paid by Doggett. Jones accordingly 
brought sult on the latter note in the name of 
Hersey, as the note had, through a mistake, as 
he claimed, never been indorsed over to him 
when it was given to him by Hayes at Hersey's 
request. 

On the cross-examination of Mr. Jones, some 
of the facts about Dogrett's and Hersey's 
chargee against Jones in Washington came out. 
Dogwett’s attorney bad the original affidavit 
sent by Jones to Washington in answerto the 
Doggett and Hersey affidavits, and be read paris 
of it to Jones, with the design to show that the 
latter had sworn falsely either in the affidavit or 
on the witness-stand. There were some facts 
incorrectly stated in the affidavit about the 

rice of the lots, etc., but Jones explained this 
»y saying that he had made the affidavit without 
an opportunity to refresh nis memory on the 
terms of the contract with Hersey, and had 
fallen into some minor inaccuracics. Jones 
said the affidavits against bim had 
been kicking around the streets of 
Washington while he was there, and had 
been shown to bim on Pennsytwania 
n venue and on New York avenue, but they had 
never been filed against him in the * 
General's ohce. The Judge would not allow the 
wit ness to branch out on this purt of his history, 
holding it was immaterial to the questions at 
issue. 

S. C. Hayes. J. J. Douglas, and F. 8. Baird 
were also called and corroborated Mr. Jones’ 
statements. 

This ciosed the testimony for the platntiff, and 
the counsel for the defense made his opening 
statement. He claimed that the notes above- 
mentioned, instead of being deposited with 
Hayes, were deposited with Jones for safe-keep- 
ing; that he did not own them, and that the 
amount of the 8750 note has been paid by 
Dogyett to Hersey. The trial was not concluded, 
but will resumed Monday. Messrs. George L. 
Paddock and F. S. Baira appear for the plaintiff, 
and J. B. Bradford and Frank Collicr for the 
defendunt.

VACATING A STREET. 

Judge Smith yesterday dismissed the case of 
the Village of Hyde Park against the Union 
Stock-Yards & Transit Company. The suit was 
an action in ejectment to compel the defendants 
to recover possession of Caroline street, in 
Cleaver & Sherman's Subdivision, and to compel 
the Company to remove its tracks from the 
crossing of the Vincennes Road. The 
Judge held that a valid statutory dedi- 
cation of a street must be made 
by the actual owner of the land, though it would 
cure the defect if he acquired the land after the 
dedication was made. In the present case

shaved, and wear wigs, on pain of being dis- 
charged. Forty complied with the Royal man- 
date; how many proved refractory does not 
appear.“ The Prince must have been a 
ood customer for his tailor, it he ever paid 
— tor the cost of his wardrobe alone for a 
single year amounted to 850.000. 

Fox was a particular friend of the Prince’s 
and cordially. disliked by the King. In 172 
he came into power with the Rockingham 
Ministry. Those who recall Trevelvan's 
pictures of the young statesman will mark 
the contrast in that drawn by Mr. Fitzgeraid. 
It will be seen, he says, “ how envenomed 
was the hostility to the Crown and the Gov- 
ernment of the Crown, from the significant 
tact that Fox and his friends wore a dress 
copied exactly from Washington’s uniform,

sent to America. At this time Mr. Fox was 
about 33 years old—a brilliant, debauched 
creature, the idol of his friends, already, too 
a ruined gambler, and his health impaired 
by excess.

Even these features, 
however seemingly repulsive, yet did not 
readily assume the expression of anger or of 
enmity, whereas they frequently, and as it 
were naturally, relaxed into a smile the effect 
of which became irresistible. His figure— 
broad, heavy, and inclined to corpulency— 
appeared destitute of ail elegance or grace, 
except the portion conter on it by the 
emanations of intellect, which at times 
diffused over his whole person when he was 
speaking with the most im loned anima- 
tion. In his dress he had ome negligeut 
to a degree.”

But I have heard the late Duke 
of York say that, often when she heard the 
Prince and his drunken companions on 
the staircase, she would seek a refuge from 
their presence even under the sofa, when the 
Prince, tinding the drawing-room deserted, 
would draw his sword in joke, and, search- 
ing about the room, would at last draw forth 
the trembling victim from her place of con- 
cealment.”’ 

Some time after Mr. Fox declared in Parlia- 
ment that the story of the Prince’s marriage 
was a “base and malicious falsehood.” 
What were his feelings when, on entering 
Brookes’ after the debate, he was accosted 
by a gentleman (Lord Bradford), who said: 
Mr. Fox, lsee by the public papers vou 
have denied the Prince’s marriage to Mrs. 
Fitzherbert. You have been misinformed: I 
was present at the marriage!“ No argu- 
ments or explanations could have been so 
convincing. Here was the voice of a witness 
who had seen the transaction. Mr. Fox felt, 
in a moment, in what a humillating and em- 
barrassing position he stood. And thirty 
years later we find the King himself denying 
iis marriage as “an absurd story.“ 

In 1795 he was married to Princess Caro- 
line, and within two or three weeks, we are 
informed that “a sort of separation took 
place between the ill-starred pair.” The out- 
rages and insults to which the Princess was 
subjected have been often recited. It is clear 
that the conduct of the lady herself was far 
from being above suspicion. In 1805 we have 
this picture of the Prince,—taken, however, 
from the Earl of Albemarle's Recollec- 
tions”: “I had the honor of being present- 
ed to the Prince of Wales, afterwards George 
the Fourth. His appearance and manners 
were bothof a natureto producea lively 
impression on the mind of a child,—a merry, 
good-humored man, tall, though somewhat 

rtly in stature, in the prime of life, with 
aughing eyes, pouting lips, and nose which, 
very slightly turnea up, gave a peculiar 
poignancy to the expression of his face. He 
then wore a well-powdered wig, adorned 
with a profusion of curls which in my inno- 
cence | believed to be his own hair, as I did 
a very large pigtail appended thereto. His 
clothes fitted him like a glove; his coat was 
single-breasted and buttoned uv to the chin. 
His nether garments were leather pantaloons 
and Hessian boots. Kound his throat was a 
huge white neck-cloth of many folds, out of 
which his chin seemed to be always strug- 
gling to emerge.“ 

It would be easy to multiply extracts from 
a work like this, almost without limit. On 
the 5th of February, 1811, the Prince was 
sworn in as Regent. Balls and f€tes of great 
magnificence succeeded one another with 

reat rapidity. A Inte was given by the 

tegent to Louis XVIII. of France. rom 
this entertainment his mother and the rin- 
cesses were excluded, and at tiis time his con- 
nection with Mrs. Fitzherbert was ended. 
* Upon all former occasions,” Mrs. Fitzher- 
bert told Lord Stourton, to avoid etiquet in 
circumstances of such delicacy as regarded 
her own situation with reference to the 
Prince, it had been customary to sit at table 
without regard to rank. Upon the present 
occasion this plan was to be altered, and 
she was informed through her friends at 
court that at the Royal table the individuals 
invited were to sit according to their rank. 
When assured of this novel arrange- 
ment, she asked the Prince, who had 
invited her with the rest of his com- 
pany, where she was to sit. He said, 
Lou know, madam, you have no place.’ 
‘None, sir,’ she replied, ‘but such as you 
choose to give me.’ Upon this she informed 
the Royal family that she would not go. The 
Duke of York and others endeavored to alter 
the preconcerted arrangement, but the Prince 
was inflexible.” Lady Hertford became the 
“favorit,” succeeding Lady Jersey. At this 
great snpper the grand table extended the 
whole length of the conservatory, and across 


Carlton House, to the length of 200 feet. 


Along the centre of the table, about six 
inches above the surface, a canal of pure 
water continued flowing from a silver fount- 
ain beautifully constructed at the head of 
the table. Its banks were covered with green 
moss and aquatic flowers; gold and silver 
fish swam and sported through the bubbling 
current, which produced a pleasmg murmur 
where it fell and formed acascade at the out- 
let. At the head of the table, above the foun- 


tain, sat his Royal Highness the 
Prince Regent, on a plain mahog- 
any chair with a leather back. 


It is said,” adds Mr. Jackson, that near 
2,000 persons supped; but the extraordinary 
— of it was that so large a number should 
ve been served in such a style; tureens, 
dishes, plates, even soup- plates. were every- 
where of silver, with as many changes of 
everything as were wanted. There were hot 
soups and roasts; all besides cold, but of ex- 
cellent and fresh cookery. Peaches, grapes, 
pine-apples, and every other minor fruit in 
and out of season were in profusion. Iced 
champagne at every three or four persons, 
all the other wines also excellent. There was 
no crowding, hurry, or bustle in waiting: 
everything was done as in a private house. 

The unpopularity of the Regent was at its 
hightin 1812. The papers were filled with 
lampoons and libelous attacks. One of the 
keenest was by Charles Lamb, and is en- 
titled: 

THE TRIUMPH OF THE WHALE. 
Io! Pean! Io! sing, 
To the finny people's king. 
Not a mightier whale than this 
in the vast Atlautie is; 
Not a fatter fisb than he 
Flounders round the Polar Sea: 
See his blubber at his gills— 
What a world of drink he swilis! ... 
Sucb a person—ne-xt declare. 
Muse! who bis companions are: 
Every fish of generous kind 
Stands aside or slinks behind. 
Name or title, what has he? 
Is he Regent of the sea? 
By his bulk and by his size, 
By his oily qualities, 
This (or else my eyesight falls), 
This should be the Prince of Whales. 

Jan. 29, 1820, at midnight the reign of 
George III. ended and that of George IV. 
began. The events of his ten years’ rule are 
familiar to readers of history. It is nota 
pleasant story.

180. Many parts of the discussion with the 
skeptical friend seem forcible as well as fair 
and candid. Asa whole we think the book 
may tend to relieve the minds of some hon- 
est doubters. It lacks scholarship, and does 
not always seem to us logical. The very 
titie indicates a position on the part of the 
writer which would be disputed, of course, 
byaskeptic: “The Bible Against Atheism.” 
The Bible is no authority with the skeptic. 
But this apparent begging of a main 
question for a premise of reasoning is 
not distinctly developed in the letters. We 
observe that the arguments are not directed 
against ** Atheism so much as against the 
denial of the authority of the Bible. Many ob- 
jections to the Bible are considered and well 
answered. In the later letters the author is 
constrained to oe pe his views on the doc- 
trine of universal saivation, which he de- 
fends with special zeal. Why it was deemed 
necessary, in reasoning against Atheism,” 
to discuss this question is not very apparent. 
If we adopted the views of the author on this 
subject, we should try to get a more plausi- 
ble explanation of the case of the rich man 
and Lazarus than that which we find on 
pages 24-226. We should not expect a 
shrewd skeptic to think well of a book 
which, in the judgment of its defenders, re- 
quired such far-fetched interpretations to 
save its teachings from their own condemna- 
tion. 

—Several years ago Mr. J. R. Gilmore, 
known as “Edmund Kirke,” prepared a work 
for popular use, styled “Life of Jesus, Ac- 
—— to His Original Biographers.” A new 
book based on the same general plan, but 
more extended and scholarly, has lately been 
produced by Mr. Gilmore and Dr. Lyman 
Abbott, who is well known as the author of 
several commentaries on the New Testa- 
ment. The volume is pablished by Fords, 
loward & Hulburt, of New York, This 
work gives the events in our Lord's lite and 
His teachings in the words of the four Evan- 
relists, and in the order of time as far as the 
compilers have been able to trace it. To this 
text there are numerous notes appended, not 
in the torm of commentary, but for the ex- 
planation of particular points of difficulty. 


Dr. Abbott seems to concede that 
the inspiration of the Evangelists 
did not save them from minor mis- 
takes. This view, he thinks, 1s necessarily 


involved in the denial of “verbal” inspira- 
tion. On this point many readers will dis- 
sent from his opinion. ‘The volume will 

helpful to Sunday-school teachers and others. 
But it lacks uuity and self-consistency, inas 
much as the notes are taken from many 
authors whose views are not always in har- 
mony. We like to find the opinions of dif- 
ferent authorities in a work of this kind, but 
we always wish to know the judgment of 

author or compiler. A mere compilation of 
heterogencous materials 1s not what the 
reader wants. Lt may be said that the author 
aimed mainly at the harmonizing of the ma- 
terials found in the Gospels, so as to give 
them in an orderly arrangement. But their 
reasons for the order which they have adopt- 
ed are seldom indicated, while the notes do 
not uniformly agree, and there is noone set of 
interpretations carried consistently through 
the book. Still the doctrines are evangelical, 
and in the main the volume is adapted to 
shed light on the facts and teachings of the 
four Gospels. At the close there is a good 
index of subjects, and also oue of the pas- 
sages of Scripture referred to in the Gospel- 


history. The volume contains 837 pages.

This treatise heralds a new departure in 
the alimentation of infants. The central 
feature of the work represents the infancy 
of the author's own daughter, whose first 
months were happily made free from the 
common inconveniences, not to say horrors, 
popularly supposed to be unavoidably con- 
nected with this period of life. Our author 
makes plain how infantile diseases may, in 
great measure, be avoided, and infant life 
made as free and joyous as that of the most 
fortunate amohg the lower animals. One of 
the most important questions with parents is 
how to feed the baby, to promote its health 
its growth, and its happiness. The hope o 
the children must be found in an enlight- 
ened motherhood, eve effort in this

DICTIONARY OF ENGLISH PHRASES 

This is a curious work. Itis written bya 
foreigner for the benefit of English-speaking 
people, and is intended to illustrate for them 
the use of the phrases of their language. It 
is the work of a Chinese scholar, Kwong Ki 
Chiu, late member of the Chinese Educational 
Mission in the United States, and who was 
formerly principal teacher of English in the 
Government School at Shanghai for training 
young men to goto the headquarters of the 
Educational Mission at Hartford, Conn. He 
has prepared a complete Dictionary of 
English Phrases, with Illustrative Sen- 
vences ”’; a large octavo of over 
900 pages. These phrases are ciassi- 
fied as Idioms, Colloquialisms, and Slang; 
and, after being defined, examples are given 
to illustrate their use. Such phrases as to 
beggar description,” “to eat humble pie,“ 
“to slop over,” “ crocodile tears,” * qualitied 
negative,” may be cited as specimens. . The 
list is very complete, much more so than can 
be found in any of the unabridged dictiun- 
aries. of the English language; a fact which 
will be perceived when it is stated that more 
than 6,000 phrases are treated. Addltional 
matter is also found in the book—such as a 
collection and explanation of English prov- 
erbs; of Chinese proverbs and maxims, and a 
list of the Chinese dynasties,—the dates of 
which are harmonized with the Christian 
chronology,—with some account of their rise 
and fall; also, a short sketch of Confucius 
the Chinese sage. Names of Emperors and 
dynasties are printed in Chinese type as well 
as English. It is a rather singular fact, as 
President Eliot says, that a Chinese scholar 
should have produced, in the heart of New 
England, a book in English and about 
English which gives proof of so much 
knowledge, discrimination, and industry. 
It is a very valuable book of reference for 
every one. —not only of service to students 
In American schools, but also to foreigners 
in that it teaches how the idioms and phrases 
of the language are to be used. Much of 
our common speech is metaphorical and fig- 
urative, and especially puzzling to foreigners. 
So far as we know this is the only book 
which satisfactorily removes this difficulty 
in the English. It is an intéresting work in 
which the author has displayed remarkable 
industry. The book is published by A. 8. 
Barnes & Co., and is to be issued in Shanghai 
with the addition of the Chinese translation 
or equivalents. 


MAGAZINES. 

The May number of Scribner’s Monthly 
contains an illustrated article under the title 
of “In and Out of London with Dickens,“ 
which is the third or fourth numberof a 
series of kindred papers by Dr. B. Ellis 
Martin. Dr. Martin is one of those lovers 
and followers ot Dickens who are sui-generis 
and associate his characters and scenes with 
real life. During a long sojourn in England 
this gentleman devoted most of his time to 
searching out the localities mentioned by 
Dickens, and definitly locating scenes that 
are obscured by the names; the series of 
papers presented by Scribner’s is the route 
of his enthusiastic rambles. The articles are 
admirably written and profusely illustrated; 
when completed they will be reproduced in 
book form.

Wonsiderable interest has recently been 
afoused concerning the battle of Shiloh, and, 


in addition to much correspondence on the 
subject, there have been made public state- 


ments by various Federal officers and sol- | 


diers who were engaged in the battle. The 
principal point of discussion has been 


whether or not the Union Generals in com- 
mand at Shiloh were or were not surprised : 
by the Confederate army, and, in addition to

upon this point, the followig accouns of 
that battle, taken from a biography, by his 
son, of the Confederate General, Albert 
Sidney Johnston, whe was in command of 
the Rebel forces in the fight until his death 
upon the second day of its duration, will be 
especially interesting. 

1 of the work is devoted to a dis- 
cussion of the events preceding the battle 
and of the considerations which led to diverse 
opinions in the Confederate command as to 
whether a surprise of the Federal army was 
possible.

Col. Moore advanced about 8 o'clock on the 
morning of the dth, and, cautiously feeling his 
way along a road that led obliquely to the right 
toward Suerman’s front, at early dawn encoun- 
tered Hardee's skirmisu-line under Maj. Hard- 
castle. The Missourians assailed it vigurously; 
and thus, unexpectedly to both parties, the bat- 
tie was begun vy the Federals.

The struggle was brief but spirited. The Twen- 
ty-first Missouri made a bold attack, but was 
heid in check vy Hardcustie’s littie battalion 
until relieved by the Eighth and Ninth 
Arkansas, when, after a sharp contest, 
Col. Moore fell severely wounded, and the Fed- 
erals retreated. Sbharer’s brigade pursued. In

skirmishers. As it fied surprised, the men 
cuugut a vision tarough the dusky shadows of 
the forest of a dark iue of troops moving 
steadily upon chem.

Hindman, leading Wvod's brigade along the di- 
rect line to Shilva, had the advantage of a ridge 
and of the most favurabie ground upon the fieid 
tor an advance. The ardur of his troops kept 
pace with his own; and. under the immediate 
eye of the Commander-in-Chief, they rushed 
through the woods, driving before them the 
Federal advance, almost without a halt, until 
they reached the main line, where Hildebrand 
wus posted.

At that 
moment he aud Sbermun were fonfronted al- 
most within pistol-shot; the one urging the at-

ee says brietiy in his report: My com- 
mand advanced. indman’s brigade engaged 
the enemy with greut vigor in the edge ot a 
wood, and drove bim rapidly back on the fieid 
toward Pittsburg.” 

But the Confederate line, which bad hung for 
a few minutes only on the cre-t of the ulli like a 
storm-cioud on the mountain's orow, now burst 
with a sudden impulse upon Hiidebrand’s camps. 
Tue“ Revei yell,” so inspiring to friends, so 
terrific to fves, rose sharp aud shrill from the 
rushing line of Southern soldiery. Their vol- 
leys came pouring in, and the bayonet even was 
used on some whose heavy slumbers were br>- 
ken only by the oncoming of their foes. Sher- 
man’s orderly was shot dead at nis side, and he 
himself rode away to the right, out of the 
wreck. Sherman had ordered Col. Appler, with 
the Fifty-third Onio, to bold bis ground at all 
bazards; but it could not stand the charge. and, 
after firing two rounds, fled, scattered, and was 
seen no more. Hildebrand says: This regi- 
ment became separated frum my command and 
its movements throughout the day were gen- 
eral.” The Fifty-seveath Onio soon followed, 
and, a little later. Hilijebrand’s own regimeut. 
the Seveuty-seventh Onio. Sherman, thougu in 
error as to the hour. says: “ Hiidebrand’s brigade 
bad substantially disappeared from the field, 
though he nimecif bravely remained. It is due 
to Hildebrand to say his discomfiture does

THE OPERATIONS UNDER CLEBURNE: 

“At the same time, Cleburne’s brigude, with 
the Fifteenth Arkansas deployed as skirmish- 
ers. and the Second Tennessee, en éebeim, on 
the left, moved quickly through the fields, and. 
thougd far outflanked by the enemy on our left, 
rushed forward uader a terrific tire from the 
serried ranks drawn up in front of the eump. A 
morass covered bis front. and, being diliicuit to 
pass. caused a break in this brigade. Deadly 
voileys were 11 in upon the men from be- 
bind bales of hay and other defenses, as they 
advanced: and, after a series of desperate 
charwes, they were compelled to fall back. In 
this courge the Sixth Mississippi, under Col. 
Thornton, iost more than 30 Killed and wound- 
ed vut of aa effective forco of 4245 men. It was 
at this point, that Coionel (now Brigadier-Gen- 
eral) Bate fell severely wounded, waile bravely 
leading bis regiment. 

‘Supported by the arrival of the second line, 
Clevurne, with the remainder of his troops, 
again advanced und entered the enemy's en- 
cumpment, woich had oeen forced on the centre 
and right by the dashing charges of Gladden’s, 
Woods’, and H.adman’s brigades.”’ 

The centre of che morass was impassable, and 
the brigude split into two parts; the Fifth Ten- 
nessee, under Col. Hill, the Twenty-fourth Ten- 
nessee, under Col. Bate, passing to the left. and 
the Sixth Mississippi, Col. Taornton, and the 
Twenty-third Tennessee, Lieut.-Col. Neil, at- 
tacking on the rizat, with the Fifteenth Arkan- 
sas, Lieut.-Col. Patton, which was deployed as 
skirmishers, and fell back on its supports. 
Never was there a mure gallant attack ora 
more stubborn resistance. Cleburne’s borse 
bugwed down and threw bim, 80 that he got out 
Wita great difficulty. He was on the right, and 
Trigg s battery tried in vain there to 
ma.ctain its fire against several Fed- 
eral batteries Opposing. Under the 
terrible fire from Shermaa’s impreguable line. 
the Sixth Mississippi and [weaty-third Tenoes- 
see suVered a quick and bloody repuise, though 
the Sixth Mississippi made charge after charge. 
Ite two teld-officers, Col. Thornton and Maj. 
Lowry, were both wounded. The imvetuous 
courage and tenacity of this maguificent regi- 
ment deserved a better fate. The fighting had 
beeu murderous on the left also.

Just as Cleburne’s line first went forward with 
loud cheers, Gen. Johnston came up from where 
he had been urging Hindman's attack. Gen. 
Preston suys: 

“Gen. Johnston then passed to the left ata

point in front of the camp, near two cubins, sub- 


seguentiy used as a hospital. Ateid of 100 
acres fringed with forest exteuded tu the north- 
east. Through this Gen. Cleburne's brigade 
moved in beautiful order, and with loud and 
inspiring cheers in the direction of the advanced 
* eavy firing was beard as they neared 
agg 
Finding all apparently going well in that 
quarter, Gen. Jounswoa again pursued the track 
of Hinaman's advance, and from there still fur- 
ther to the right. He did not kuow the hot 
work Cleburne was to bave, but he nevertheless 
seat to Gen. Beauregard for two brigades to be 
moved to his aid. Beauregard, however, hearing 
that Sherman was wiv.ug way, after beginning 
the movement cyuntermanded it and moved the 
brigades to the Aght. Gen. Johnston naturally 
felt a greater security as to Cleburue, because 
Beauregard was in this part of the neld. 

Col. Drake, describing the charge of the 
Second Tennessee, on the extreme left of 
Cleburne and the army, Says: 

“With loud cheers it rose the bill and ad- 
vanced on the levei a short distamoe. ... . 
The fire there encountered was the worst the 
regiment suffered from during the War, except 
at Richmond, Ky.. where over two-thirds of its 
numbers feil, killed and wounded, in leas than 
three minutes. The enemys, hidden behind logs 
and trees, delivered three volleys, when the 
Second Teunessee broke and retreated. They 
were ruailied on Bragg's line oa the opposit hill. 

Drake continues: 

“The mortification of a repulse in our first 
reguiur engagement was extreme; some wep 
suine cursed, and others lamented the death o 
some of our bravest officers and men, and not a 
few drifted to the rear.“ 

The Major, W. R. Doak, and Capts. Tzree 
and Bate, and two Lieutenants, were killed iu 
the assuult. besides four more officers and near- 
ly lv men wounded out of 465 men on the Heid. 
But the regiment reformed, and the waliant 
Bate led them avain to the charge. As be was 
crossing the creek at the bottom of the valley, a 
Miuie-vali crushed his leg-bone and wuuaded 
his horse. He pressed on until he became too 
weak, when he retired. The regiment, discour- 
aged, fell back under a heavy tire. Some of the 
men ran forward to the right and joined the 
Twenty-fourth Tennessee, which, on more fa-

won. 100. suffered beavily, 108 Over Wi 
Killed and wounded. * 2 

Foud's brigude, of Bragg’s corps, came up in 
support, but did not attempt to cross this valley 
of death.

they had stood. Walle McCleraand’s command 
was caving in under the stunning blows de- 
livered against it, Polk led Russeti’sand B. K. 
Johnson's bri upon, Sherman's Hank. Aé 
Polk's corps was advancing, Cheatham was de- 
tucbed, und now Gen. A. 8. Johnston bimself 
led A. P. Stewart's brigade farther to the right, 
and put it into the tight. Stewurt then, acting 
under Beragg’s orders, advanced the Fourth Ten- 
nessee to take & battery. Stewart asked the 
gullant Lieut.-Col. Strahl if they cou'd take 
it. We can try,” answered Strahl. and led 
the Fourth Teanessee to the charge at a double- 
quick. Giving one round at thirty paces, they 
rushed on with a yell and took the battery. 
driving off the supports. But they lost thirty- 
one men and 160 wounded in this charge. The 
T weifth Tennessee, Lieut.-Col. T. H. Beil com- 
mand ug. coming up, they were able to repuise 
a resolute coun ter-cburee. 

In the meantime Clark, who was with Rus- 
soll's brigade, reseived anu order from Bra * to 
take un expioding battery to the left. He at 
once led forward Marks’ Eleventh Louisiana at 
a double-quick, The assault was gallantly 
made, but was repulsed, with severe 1088 
from shot and canunister and the musket- 
ing fire of a heavy infantry support. 
Clark and Russell then led forwa the 
whole brigade, which charged at a double-quick, 
aud helped to drive rhe enemy some 500 yards, 
when pursuit was checked by the supports. and 
Ciark fell, severely wounded in the shoulder. 
This was part of the simultaneous advance 
which drove Sherman from his first position, and 
in which Cleburne’s, B. R. Johnson's, and Stew- 
art's brigudes joined. B. K. Johnsom's brigade 
moved to the left of Russell’s,on the main road,his 
right wing aiding in this attack, fis left beiping 
Cleburne to get in. They tought well: Polk s 
buttery, pushed to the front. was ucarly dis- 
abled, and its commander wounded; Johnson 
was himself tinally wounded. Preston Smith 
then took charge of the brigade. His regiment, 
the Oue-Hundredth-and-Fitty-Fourth Senior 
Tennessee, and Biytbe’s Mississippi bad al- 
ready captured Six guns. 

The whole Federal front, which had beon 
broken here and there, and was getting ragged,

on front and flank, and fell back across a ra- 
vine to another strong position behind the Ham- 
burg and Purdy Road. in rear of Salioa, But 
they were not allowed to get away unmolesied. 
The biood of their assailants was up and they 
were pursued, driven, and slaughtered as they 
fell back. Sberman’s route of retreat was 
murked by the thick-strewn corpses of his 
soldiers. 

Sherman was not allowed td remain in bis 
new position. Polk attacked him with his two 
brigades, which were soon warmly engaged. 
Polk, summing up his work, says, “ The resist- 
unc at this point was us stuodorn as at auy 
other point on the fleid.“ The Federals * fought 
with determined courage, and contested every 
inch of round.“ The division-command>r, 
Brigadier-General Clark. and Brigadier-Geueral 

. Johnson, were severely wounded. The 
gallant Col. Blythe, of Mississippi, was shot 
through the beart, charging a battery. The loss 
was severe. But the evemy was disiodyed aud 
two batteries cuptured. 

In these atttacks Auderson’s and Pond's brig- 
ades joined wita great vigor and severe loss. but 
with unequal fortune. The former biazoned its 
blood-stained record with one success after an- 


other; the latter suffered a series of disasters. | . 1

The viue uniforms of some of the regiments 
twice caused other Confederates to tire up om 
them, with serious eifect: and the commaygder 
complained thut one of Beau 1 Stuff, uct- 
ing in Hardie’s name, put the brigade into ac- 
tion in such a way asto subject itto a raking 
fire and unnecessary loss. Doubtless, however, 
it contributed its full share 
result.

But Sverman did not finally 
give way until Gen. Johnston's movement bad 
crushedin and routed the whole froat line on 
the Federal left, and was pressing buck Hurlbut 
and Stuart. 

While these furious contests, succeeding cach 
other like well-delivered biows from the iron 
fluilof war, were raging along the whole line, 
Gen. Johnston was carrying forward the move- 
ment by which his entire rut w.ug was swung 
around ou the ceutre, Hindman’s brigade as a 
pivot, so that every comm uid of ‘he Federala 
was taken successively infront and flank, and 
a crumbling process ensued, by which the whule 
line went tu pieces, 

At last. pressed back toward both Owl Creck 
and the river. these broken commands found 
safety by the interposition on their left Hank of 
W. H. L. Wallace's fresh division, ready to meet 
the thruonging buttalions of the South. 

Col. Drake, who was in the pursuit over 
this hutly -contested field with one of Cleburne’s 
Tennessee regiments, says: 

“The enemy's dead began to appearin con- 
siderubie numbers on the parade-ground in 
rear of Gen. Sherman's headquarters, called by 
him ‘Shilob Chapel. From this point on 
the enemy's dead lay thick, and numbers seem 
to have falleu io retreat.“ 

He picked up Gen. Sherman's order-book, 
which he afterwards depositea with Gen. Cle- 
burne. He says it contained 


NO INTIMATION OF THE CONFEDERATE AN 
PROACH, 


Gen. Preston gives the following account of 
the movements oo the Confederate rigut: 

“Geno. Hardee reported bis men still advanc- 
ing at this camp about 9 o'clock, and conferred 
with Gen. Jonaston, who was reconnoitering a 
second line of camps near the river, where the 
enemy were posted in force. They then com- 
menced shelling the first camp. apparentiy at- 
tracted by the presence of the stall and escort, 


‘the distance being, 1 should think, 600 or 80 


yurds, and shelis from the gunboats of large size 
were throwa. Gen. Juhbnston received a report 
and rough draft at this time from Capt. Lock- 
strongly 
posted on the left in front of our 
right. Heavy musketry-filring and can- 
nonoudes indicated that Bragg and Hardee 
were successfully advancing on our left. Gen. 
Jobnaston rode down the bill to escupe the sheiis, 
and his escort back towards the woods. This 
was fabout halif-past 9. After pondering a 
littie while, he determined to bring forward 
Breckinridge’s reserve, and, feeli his way to 
the river, to turn the enemy's left. 

The Hon Jacob Thompson says in a letter to 
the writer: 

Sunday. 6th of April, between 8 and 9 o'clock, 
Gen. Beauregurd directed me to seek Wen. 
Johnston, who was in the front, learn from bim 
the condition of things there, and know of him 
what order be had to give as to the disposition 
of the reserves commanded by Gen. Hreckin- 
ridge. I did so, and rode with speed to the front, 
where I found Gen. Johnston just as the enemy 
was making his last stand at the gin-house be- 
fore retreating beyond their camps. The 
battle Was then raging furiously. Gen. 
Johnston was sitting on bis horse where the 
bullets were flying like hailstones. I galloped 
up to bim amid the fire and found him cool, col- 
lected, self- possessed, but still animated and in 
fine spirits. 

“After making known my errand he said to 
me: ‘Say to Gen. Beauregurd, we are sweeping 
the field before us, and iu less than halt an hour 
we shall be in possession of their camps, and 1 
think we sball press them to theriver. Say, 
also, | have just learned from a scout, or mes- 
senger, that the enemy is moving up in force on 
our left, and that Gen. Breckinridge had better 
move to our left w meet bim.“ I turned my 
horse to leave. but he cailed me back and said, 
Do not say to C1. Beauregard that this is an 
order, but he must act on what additional in- 
formation he may receive. The reports to him 
are more to be relied on than tome.’ When 1 
returned Gen. Breckinridge, with his troops, 
was started to our left, but soon it was seen 
that the pressure was upon our right, and his 
direcuou was immediately changed, and it was 
fortunate that it was so ordered.” 

The movement to which Mr. Tbompson refers 
was most probably that in which Trabue’s 
brigade was detached to the left, and the re- 
mainder of the brigade was finally moved to the 
ty of the extreme right.

en. Johaston had pushed Chalmers to the 
right and front, with Clanton’s cavalry on his

drivi in pickets, until they encountered 
Stuart's brigade on the Pittsburg and Hamburg 
road, supported by McArthur’s brigade. Stuart 
was strongly posted on a steep hiil near the 
river, covered with thick undergrowth, and 
with an open field in front. McArtbur 
was to bis right and rear in the woods. Jackson 
attacked McArthur. who fell buck, and the lines 
went at Stuart's brigade. This command re- 
served its tire until Chalmers’ men were withia 
forty yards, and then delivered a heavy and de- 
structive volley; but after a bard fight they 
were driven back down the river. Chalmers’ 
right now rested on the Teunessee River bottom- 
lands,and be tought down the bank towards 
Pittsburg Lancing. The enemy's left was com- 
pletely turned, and the Federal army was now 
crowded ou a short line,a mile or more to the 
rear of its first position. The new line of battle 
was established before 10 o'clock. Thus far ali 
had been successful; and, although there was 
at no time an absolute cessation of fighting on 
the line, it may be considered that the tirst en- 
ga — of * day bad ended. 

e orders of the Jdof April were that Eve 
effort should be made to —— the left flank — 
the enemy, so as to cut off his tine of retreat to 
the Tennessee River, and throw him back on 
Ow! Creek, where he will be obliged to surren- 
der.” It is seen that from tne first they were 
carried out in letter and spirit, and as long as 
Gen. Johnston +ived the success of the move- 
ment was complete. 


BUELL’S ADVANCE TO THE RESCUE~—IMPOR- 
TANT ACTION OF NELSON AND AMMEN— 
HALLECK, GRANT, AND SHERMAN SCENTED 
NO DANGER—AN INTERESTING NARRATIVE. 

Cincinnati Gazette. 

Gen. Buell's army was on the march from 
Nashville to join Grant's army, both under com- 
mand of Halleck, then at St. Louis, for an oper- 
ation then undefined, the point for Buell being 
Savannah, on the east bank of the Tennessee. 
Buell bad begun to move March 15, before re- 
ceiving Halieck’s order. Halleck was in no 
hurry, as he did not intend to leave St. Louis un- 
til the 7th of April. 

At Duck River, four miles north of Columbia, 
Buell was detained by high water. Rebels baving 
destroyed the bridges. Having no pontoons, he 
was building ‘a bridge. Whiie waiting he acci-

nessee to destroy the railroad connections at 
Corinth, Jackson, and Humboldt had failed, and 
that the rorces had returned and debarked at 
Pittsvurg Landing, on the west side of the river, 
ten miles above Savannah. 

Gen. Nelson, with the tutuitions of the true 
soldier, was impressed that Grant, now on the 
same side of the river as the enemy at Corinth, 
would be attacked before Buell's army joined. 


He urged Buell to let him push on, Buell yielded 
to his urgeucy, if be could get his men, 
artillery, and trains over the river he should 
hu ve the advance. 

Nelson bad his wagons loaded with amrouni- 
tion on top, made his men strip as to the lower 
balf, and carry the clothes in a bundle on their 
bayonets. Ammen's brigade leading. got through 
the river by a tortuous ford at the bead of the 
division, aud twok the lead. The bridge was 
made passable on the same day, and the rest of 
the army followed, with intervals of six miles 
from the bead of each division and the one fol- 
lowing, all moving by One narrow roadway. Nel- 
son's energy in getting forward was seconded 
and even outrun by Geu. Ammen in the lead. 

This navy Lieutenant, Nelson, converted by 
Mr. Lincoln, for Keatucky litical reasons, 
into a General, discerning from the remote 
woods, us with a flash of soldieriy inspiradon, 
the peril of the Army of the Tennessee, and 
furemg with relentiess impetuosity the march 
of his troops to the rescue, while its own com- 
manding Generais were assuri each other 
that the Coufederate army would wait their 
leisure at Corinth, md were telling bim be was 
not wanted, makes an interesting war picture. 
It is framed with shining brass by Genu. Sher- 
man's voluminous pleadings that Shilon was no 
surprise. 

Halleck was „ the propriety of 
baving Buell move to ambure, which was 
above Pittsburg Landing, and thence to the 
piace of junction. In these signs of detibera- 
tion Bueti got from Halieok permissiou to stop 
at Way nesboro tor rest.

Arrived opposit the landing at 8 p. m., the 
main features of the scene were, before them. 
‘The urtillery near the river proved the euemy's 
neuruess at the vital point, and thousands of 
fugitives huddled under the bank wid of ruut 
and domoraltza dog. 

Crussing by steamboats, Ammen's brigade at 
5 p. m. pusued through che paaic-strickeu mass 
of fugitives, marched up che blut. and at once 
went into action on the leftof Grant's line at 
the nick of time when the enemy bad cuncen- 
trated a force for the Onai eifort to break 
torougb Grant's left, and cut him off from the 
landiug. it was a splendid exhibidon of d.scip- 
line and high morale. In this brigade was tue 
Sixth Unio, composed mostly of Cincinnati boys. 

At that time, to gain the landing required only 
to drive back Grant's left oue-eignth of a mile; 
then the position would be no ijonger tenable. 
[Van Horne's Army of the Cumberland. ] Be- 
ing a mile, or two miles. Out at the right (which 
was nearly ata rigut angie to the river) would 
bave beeu of no account. Not to be attacked at 
that hour, on the right, meant only that the Con- 
federate force was cuncentrated fur the tnish- 
ing stroke at the left. 

Gen. Grant on the Sth reported to Halleck: 
“Nelson's division bas arrived. The other two 
of Gen. Buell's columa will arrive to-morrow or 
nextday. It is my present intention to send 
them to Hamburg, some four or five miles above 
Pittsburg. when they all wet here. From that 
point to Corinth the road is good., and a juucdon 
cun be formed with the troops from Pittsburg at 
almost any point.“ (Gen. Sherman's map has 
Hamburg more than ten miles above Pittsburg.) 
Paus was he all abroad in his ideas of the fut- 
uro, and considering delays and diversiwns for 
Buell's army, while the Confederate army was 
getting into line fur attack. And thus was Nel- 
son pressing ou by forced marches to the rescue 
of the army, whose Generals were uaconscious 
of the War. 

The soldierly instinct and tremendous impetu- 
osity of Gen. Nelsou was that wulch Drvuugat his 
division to the vital spot at the vital moment. 
The more remarkable is it because of the unac- 
countable know-nothing state in waich Halleck 
and Grant were keeping buell's army, and 
Grant's strange desire to delay its march. 

Halleck, sending forward the Army of the 
Tennessee into the enemy's front, yet undecided 
what to do withit: intendm to stuart after 
awhile to take command; inviting Buell to come 
and join bim, and indicating to bim to take his 
time; Grant, with his army divided between 
Crump’s Landing and Shiloh, assuring Halleck 
up to the night detore the battle: “I 
huve scarcely the faintest idea of an at- 
tack being made upon us (general one), 
but will be repared shquid such a 
thing takes place,“ and “preparing” for it by 
diverting Buells army to Hamburg: Sherman 
at Pittsburg Landing, plac.ng the divisions 
where they could not mutually support nor 
form a defensive line; calling the volunteer 
Colonels and Brigudiers scared greenhorus who 
reported to him the evidences of an army in 
frout, and a the negiect of ail pre- 
cautions;, within sound ot his drums, a Couted- 
erate army, taking up with the freedom of a 
parade its three i.nes ol attack; our “raw vol- 
unteer” Brigadiers and Colonels alert. anxious, 
eager. but suppressed oy West Point arrogance; 
the intelligent voluuteers of the line conscious 
of the presence of the enemy,—all this makes a 
com pendious dramatic picture of the conditions, 
elements, and military art with which the great 
War began.

The Lake Street Horse-R 1) lroad. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CHICAGO, April 22.—The public is no doubt in- 
formed that the West Division Railroad Com- 
pany has a charter to lay tracks and operate cars 
upon East and West Lake streets. 

When the subject was first discussed, there 
was talk of objections by property-owners, and 
remonstraoces by merchants against what 
seemed to bea determination to thrust upon 
them a nuisance that they did not want, and an 
article which the needs of the public did not ro- 
quire. But now, when the danger is imminent, 
the opposition seems to have died out, and it 
looks as though all parties who would naturally 
oppose such encroachments were quietly sium- 
bering in fancied safety. 

It seems to me that the laying of tracks and 
running of cars upon East Lake atreet would be 
a calamity toevery merchant upou the street 
for the plainest of peasons. 

The street is too narrow to admit of tracks 
being laid and at the same time not interfere 
seriously with its business, for the reason that 
most of the vebicles used there are heavy teams 
that must necessarily back up to the sidewalks 
wita and for loads; and this not unfrequentiy 
happens upon both sides of the street simul- 
tu ueously. reudering it impossible for street- 
cars t pass without annoying and injuring the 
business of those located there. 

There is no up-town locality whose con- 
venience requires cars to run upon Lake street 
in preference to R wndolph, nor could as quick 
time be made upon the former as upon the lat- 
ter, for the reasons mentioned above. 

An article in Sunday's Trip Jneg imparted the 
information that work would soon be com- 
menced upon this line, and from present indica- 
tions it will soon be too late to oppose what 
seems to me to be more of a scheme thau a 
benefit.

This 
was his second Mexican tour, and as on 
poth trips he carried the highest credentials 
from officials and scientific societies in the 
United States he formed without difficulty 
the acquaintance of the highest rank of 
Mexicans, both in office and those engaged 
in mining, manufacturing, and commerciai 
pursuits, and church dignitaries. His de- 
gcriptions of Mexican social life, the homes, 
customs, morals, dress, and pursuits, and 
the archeology of the Mexican peo- 
plo is exceedingly graphic, but Tur

Se portions of his conversation re- 


lating to the present material interests 
and condition of Mexico, in view of the in- 
timate relations growing up between that 
country and the United States in conse- 
quence of the vast investment of American 
capital in its railroads, mines, and manu- 
factories, and the immense influx of Ameri- 
eans there. Some of his statements are less 
flattering than are received from other 
gourees, but he is entitled to unqualified 
eredit as an accurate and candid observer. 
Dr. Rice says that the three cities best 
known in Mexico, and to which their in- 
guiries and conversation first are directed, 
are Chicago, New Orleans, and New York; 
they hardly know of the existence of other 
cities. They are especially interested in 
Chicago from two expeditions of tourists 
which started from that city, and ffom the 
fame of its rapid growth, wealth, and enter- 


prise. 
THE POPULATION OF MEXICO, 

gays Dr. Rice, is placed indefinitly in various 
estimates at a little under 10,000,000. But I 
believe that these figures are considerably 
Jess than the facts would show. I am con- 
fident that Mexico contains at least 12,000,000, 
if not 14,000,000 or 15,000,000 people. No 
complete census has ever been made of the 
country. Seven attempts atacensus of the 
City of Mexico have been made, but the re- 
sults of no two agree, and the variation ex- 
tended all the way from 160,000 to 250,000, I 
believe that the Mexican Capital contains 
250,000 souls; there is at least that popula- 
tion in the Federal District of Mexico, an- 
swering to our District of Columbia. The 
population is very compact. The city is 
closely built, and many families live in a sin- 
le house. I formed the acquaintance of 
Don Ignaceo Complida, editor of Siglo XIX., 
or the Nineteenth Century. Ile lives in an 
did menastery, a part of the confiscated

occupy a part of the same building, show- 
ing the extent to which the population is 
crowded into the buildings which com- 
pose the city. The population of vari- 
dus Mexican _ cities as follows:

0,000; Guadalajara, 75,000; Morelia, 50,000 
or 60,000; Durango, 25,000; Toluca, 60,000; 
Oaxaca, 40,000; and their are hundreds of 
cities from 5,000 to 15,000. My supposition 
that the population is 30 to 50 per cent larger 
than the estimates is based upon the evident 
fact that during some years past the Indian 
population has incrased with the greatest 
rapidity; like the negroes of the South, their 
growth isa surprise even to those familiar 
with Mexican affairs. I could go to no part 
of the country, but among the mountains, 
and everywhere are populous Indian villages 
of afew thousand people, which are a sur- 
prise to the traveler, as they are not on the 
maps or mentioned in the guide-books. The 
Mexican Indian is very prolific. The girls 
at 14, and they bear children till they

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THE SOIL AND PRODUCTIONS. 

The superficial area of Mexico is like the 
population, the subject of various estimates. 
some placing it as low as 800,000, and others as 
bigb as 1,200,000 square miles. Probably 1,000,0u0 
square miles, or 640,000,000 acres, about one-third 
the areu of the United States east of the Rocky 
Mountains, would be as near a correct state- 
ment as can be reached at present in relation to 
the extent of Mexico. Tho best statisticians of 
Mexico, however, say that not to exceed one acre 
in ten is arable land; the balance is inaccessible 
precipices, gorges, or mountain peaks, or arid 
desert of rock and volcanic débris. But they 
claim that ore acre is equal to three of northern 
land, as they raise two or three cropsin a year. 
But 1 00 not admit that claim. For, owing to 
the absence of fertilizers, their crops are light: 
and owing to the necessity of irrigation for al- 
most every crop, but for the Indian labor. the 
expense of cultivation would be greater than 
with us. ‘Chey can use but few labor-saving 


farm implements, as the tillable soil is all rough; 


the canals for irrigation prevent the operation 
of reapers; threshers could pot be used con- 
veniently, as the grain is not bound, nor gath- 
ered into large stacks, but is trod out by donkeys 
on threshing-floors scattered about the fiel 
and band labor is cheaper than machinery.

Forests, whefe the trees are few but 
laden with parasites, with impenetrable chap- 
peral of vines and thorns, occupy the soil. Be- 
ond this beit. which is of vary width, the 
and ascends. At an elevation of 1,500 or 2,000 
feet, we find tropical fruits the other producta, 
including oranges, lemons, bananas, indigo, and 
slightly higher in some sections, corn and sugar- 
cave. This country is still sickly for unaccli- 
mated whites, and is mostly inhabited by Indians 
and Mestizoes. At 3,000 feet elevation the coffee 
belt begins and extends up tod5wteet. The 
coffee trees begin to bear at three years, and 
some which I saw were 80 years old, and were 
still bearing. The trees are kept pruned at the 
top, to make them spread, and to create a shade 
in which coffee grows best, and for convenience 
in picking; the tallest are tifteen feet high. The 
Plant has no enemies, neither insect nor blight, 
and is an absolutely certain crop. It is now 
eight cents a pound when eatbered, and at that 
price is enormously protitabie. I saw at Jalapa 
an Engiishman, named 
who bought 800 acres 
two years ago, and has 
lanted, which will come into bearing this year;

ear, and says that in five years he will have 

ack his fortune of £500,000 ($2,500,000) which he 
had lost in business and speculation in London. 
Coffee grows without irmgation. In the State of 
Colima, west of the Cordilleras, a variety of 
Mocha is raised, of a superior and exquisit qual- 
ity: the berries are no larger than barley; it 
selis at the plantations for 75 cents a pound, and 
every ounce is sent to Peris; none goes to any 
othercountry. The ordinary coffee of the coun- 
try is the Cordova brand of commerce; it 
goes mostly to Europe, being miider than the 
Rio and Java, and is thus less palatable to Amer- 
ican coffee-drinkers, who want it hotand strong, 
with plenty of milk and sugar to temper it, in- 
stead of sipping it clear, leisurely and as a tre- 
quent tipple. like Europeans in their cafés, and 
the Orientals. The cuitivation of coffee is in- 
creasing; the lands adapted are extensive in 
quantity, and its growth may be greatly ex- 
tended, though not without limit. 

THE SUGAR ESTATES ARE 

very limited, but the extent of sugar cultiva- 
tion may be greatiy increased. done is ex- 
ported. A lack of fertilizers is the greatest hin- 
derance to the increase of the sugar-cane 

rowtb. 

Some tobacco is raised very similar in quality 
to the Havana product, and it is shipped to 
Havana, and is chere re@xported as Havana to- 
— both in a manufactured state, and in the 

eaf. 
Wheat@® raised or all irrigable lands from an 
elevation of 4,500 feet to the snow line. The 
crop is protected by a tariff which is in its nat- 
ure prohibitory, and in the City of Mexico, 
which is in the midst of the wheat beit, as it 
may be called, tiour is $22 a barrel; in Jalapa, 
came to the cost of transportation, it is $22 a 
barrel. Father Gillow, a Creole priest near 
Puebla, is the largest wheat-grower in the 
country, bis last crop being 30,000 bushels. He 
is authority on the subject, and told me that 
wheat-growing was now being pressed to its ut- 
most; that the future will see no larger crops 
than are now ra He may be mistaken in 
this, and the railroads may open up new wheut 
tracts on the table lands across which they will 
be built; this is purely problematical. The 
resent native crop of wheat is barely sufficient 
or domestic use; there is none tor export, and 
the home supply is, of course, less than the de- 
mand, or the price would be cheaper. With a 
great increase of population, the tariff on bread- 
stuffs will necessarily be broken down, and im- 
ports will follow. 

Cattle, goats, sheep, and donkeys are in abun- 
dance, tut they are often, if not almost always, 
in an exceedingly poor condition; such of their 
hides as are fit for export, and are wanted eise- 
where, are a source of wealth. 

Some cottou is raised, but efforts to make it a 
staple crop are afailure. Sixty or seventy cot- 
ton tactories have been built, but the home crop 
furnishes an inadequate supply, and raw cotton 
is imported from the United States. 

THERE IS NO TAX 

on the land, and it is all, or nearly all, owned in 
immense tracts by wealthy Creoles. The church 
once owned immense sections. The grants to 
individuals and families in some cases cover 
bundreds of square miles, or even leagues. 
When Il went to Mexico, a San Antonio, Tex., 
lawyer was of the party, going to Mexico to 
trace up a grant which extended away to South- 
western Missouri. Being untaxed, the owners 
of the land, however poor they may be, can hold 
it for an indefinit period in the future, and can 
thus debar progress and check or throttle enter- 

rise. But I do not believe this system can last. 

he prolitic increase of the Indian population 
and the inundation of foreigners will compel a 
division and sule of the land, even at the ex- 
pense of a revolution. 

The revenue is raised by tariff imposts and 
upon incomes, and averages $19,000,000 a year. 
The average expenses of the Government are 
$24,000,000 a year, 80 Mexico is running in debt 
year by year. It is an illustration of the case 
prop by Macawber: *“ Witb an income of 
one pound, if you spend one pound six, you are 
on the road to ruin and misery; if you spend 
nineteen six, you are on the road towealth and 
happiness.“ The remedy must come in develop- 
ment of taxabie weaith, by railroads and other 
improvements, and by a better adjustment of 
taxation. The exportsof the country are $31,- 
000,000, of which $19,000,000 are in the precious 
metals; the balance is in hides, indigo, coffee, 
dye-woods, cochineal, etc. 

RAILROAD BUILDING IN MEXICO. 


There is a perfect fever throughout Mexico for 
railroad buildiug. The Goverument since 1867 
has granted the sum of $171,487,000 in subsidies 
to aid railroad construction, but many of the 
grauts have lapsed and become forfeited. 
About 240 miles of road have been completed 
and the builders have received the amount of 
the subsidy. There is yet unpaid about $90, 000- 
QWin subsidies granted to various companies 
who have projected railroad lines, and which 


of subsidy, some at $5,000 per kilometre, or 88. 
550 per mile, and some as hixn as $9,500 per kilo- 
metre, or $15,245 per mile. fhe most are about 
$4,000 per kilometre, or $12.88) per mile. The 
following are the three principal companies 
formed, with the amount of grants to each, with 
a little description of their character: 

Mexican Central. The principal charter is 
from El Paso, on the Rio Grande, at the United 
States boundary liue to the City of Mexico, with 
branches to the Pacific through the States on 
that coast to Mazatian and other points. It isa 
standard guuge road, with a total length of 
1,767 miles. The subsidy is $9,500 per kilometre 
(3,284 feet), or $15,205 a mile; total subsidy, $27,- 
075,000. This is the largest subsidy and the 
longest road chartered by the Mexican Govern- 
meat. The Boston Company, so called. is build- 
ing this road. It is substantially an extension 
ot the Atchison, Topeka & Sauta Fé Road, and 
the line is along the eastern foot of the Pacitic 
Cordilleras, which is a country that may develop 
into sowething valuable. Itcrosses the State of 
Chihuahua and will be the outiet of the mines 
of that region. The same company is obtaining 

ssion of another sudveation for a road from 

the City of Mexico to the Pacific, at Acapulco. 
The rate of charges permitted by the charter on 
this road are as follows: Freiguts per tou per 
wile, first-class, 8& cents; second-class 5 86-100 
sents; third-class, 365-100 cents. For pussen- 
gers, first-class, 4 83-1 cents per mile; second- 
class, 3 22-100 vents per mile; third-class, 2 42-100 
cents per mile.

BUILDING AND RUNNING RAILROADS, 


As stated, the Indian laborers on railroad con- 
struction are paid Jl cents a day. They work by 
primitive methods, und are brought with the 
greatest difficulty to use modern implements 
and machinery. There is no wood in Mexico, 
comparatively speaking. except away up the 
mountain sides, inaccessible to teams, and 
reached only by the Indian mountaineer and his 
faithful * burro,” or donkey. They bring all the 
ties for railroad construction that are used. Two 
are tied to the “burro” by one end, the other 
dragging op the ground, and the Indian carries 
one on his shoulder. The railroad builders pay 
a dollar eacu for these ties. The fuel for the 
railroads in operation and for all purposes is 
transported from the high mountain side in the 
same way, on the backs of Indians and donkeys; 
and it is sold by the dozen or bundred sticks,— 
not by the cord. The subsidized railroad com- 
panies are all required to have their lines com- 
pleted in three, five, and eight yeurs. The Gov- 
ernment retains the right to seize the lines at 
the end of ninety-nine years, paying for all the 
property except the road-bed and structures 
upon it; these, it is of course supposed, the 
Government pays for in its subsidy. 

There is no coal in Mexico, so tar as discov- 
eries bave yet been made. The lack of fuel 
must therefore always be very detrimental to 
the successful operation of the roads. Unless 
coal is unexpectedly discovered, the roads will, 
of course, bave to establish coal depots, and fill 
them by hauling over hundreds of miles of 
track, from coal deposits in Texas, Arizona, 
and elsewhere. Some scientists expect that 
coal will be discovered, but I have not the data 
on which their anticipations are based. 


II IS A GREATER PROBLEM 

to my mind what is to be done with the rail- 
roads after they are completed. Mexico is cer- 
tainly a poor country. It is not simply an im- 
poverished country, with great natural re- 
svurces which have been exhausted, for no de- 
gree of agricuitural and commercial! distress is 
beyond the pussibility of recuperation. This 
country is naturally poor. Volcanic fires have 
biasted its surface. Vast sections, hundreds of 
Square leagues, are but extinct craters. Inac- 
cessible mountain sides and wps covered with 
everlasting snow; almost bottomless gorges and 
cafons, precipices which arise or descend like a 
wall along miles of distance, are everywhere 
throughout the country. Only the cactus will 

row between the rocks on the mountain edges. 

here is an abundance of streams from the 
ever-meiting snows of the mountainous sum- 
mits, but there are no riversof navigable water. 
The streams flow into mountain lakes, or sink 
into the quicksands, or absolutely run dry, 
diminishing in their flow asthey extend from 
their source, till they disappear. On the sides 
of the mountains they form an abundance of 
water-power, but there is no use for the power. 

One source of business for the railroads will 
be to carry out the products of the mines and to 
import supplies for the mining population. But 
the mines will have to be developed far beyond 
their present production before this will furnish 
business for haif a dozen great railroads. 

The coffee-crop will afford but little freight 
for the railroads, as none of the lines more than 
touch the coffee-belt, which is extremety lim- 
ited. There will be some hides from the surplus 
of cattle. But, with but one acre of arable land 
in ten throughout the whole country, there will 
never be raised products of the soil in any ma- 
terial quantity beyond the supply required for 
the home population; there will be no exports, 
and no imports beyond what is purchased with 
the precious metals shipped out of the country. 

The people are wr; their wants are few; the 
crops are light. here will never be a demand 
for vast quantities of costly goods to furnish 
railroad treight—that is, not in years, if ever. It 
does not seem possible for the railroads in 
process of construction in Mexico to ever pay a 
cent in dividends. 

WILL THEY PAY THE SUBSIDIES ? 

There is one other problem about railroads; it 
is, whether the subsidies provided for them will 
be paid. With revenues less than expenses, and 
diminishing, can the Mexican Government pay 
the subsidies? The grunts are made a lien in ail 
cases. upon a certain percentage of the receipts 
for customs duties, but if this lien boids good, 
where is the money for Government expenses to 
come from? It must be by borrowing, and Mex- 
ican credit is very poor. 

It the Mexicans fail to y these subsidies as 
the roads are construct they will be in the 
sume relation to the United States that Turkey 
and Egypt are to England and France, whcse 
capitalists bold immense amounts of Turkish 
and Egyptian bonds, and are looking to their 
Governments for a guarantee of their interests. 
It is not improbable that the time will come 
when the United States Government will have to 
enforce the collection of the subsidies which the 
Mexicans bave guaranteed to pay to American 
citizens. What complications will then arise, it 
is now impossible to tell. 

PARTY POLITICS IN MEXICO 
is an uninteiligibie subject; at least unexplaina- 
ble in a newspaper article. The Liberal party, 
as op d to the Ulerical party, is now in power. 
President Gonzales,.ex-President Porfirio Diaz, 
and Gen. Pacheco, the latter Governor of the 
Federal District of Mexico, are a triumvirate of 
statesmen who exercise dictatorial power in 
Mexico. The Government is republican, is 
strictly constitutional in its methods, as it has 
been since itwas reorganized by Jaurez after 
the — of the French and the death of 
Maximilian. But the Administration rules by 
management; it retains power by manipulating 
the vote; they understand Mexicoand the Mex.-, 
cans, and are using their knowledge wisely and 
successfully. The Clerical party, as 1 under 
stood from the Archbishup of Mexico (to whom 
I carried letters of introduction from Arvch- 
bishop Heiss), will not rally for another contest, 
but the Church interests will be conformed to 
the new order of things. 

Much as the Indians dislike the Creoles, this 
triumvirate is composed of one Indian (Diaz) 
and two Creoles, and the Indian is the ablest 
man of the three by tar. Enlightened and pa- 
triotic Indians and Creoles have formed combi- 
nations in the past in politics, and the Church 
party. with its extortions, oppressiuns, corrup- 
tions, and geueral infamy, was floally driven 
from power and destroyed 

< BY SUCH A COALITION, 

There are no more pronunciamentos; and the 
era of revolution uppears to have passed away. 
The Government is strong, and is growing 
stronger through the influx of foreigners, 
through the conservative influence of capital, 
and mostly through the railroads. I think that 
Mexico may now be regarded as one of the set- 
tied and stable Governments of the world. 

was in Mexico two years ago. and the change 
since then is wonderful. Then hardly an Amer- 
ican was to be seen; now they are everywhere 
and in every business and rank of life. Other 
foreiguers are also becoming Dumerous. 

Within two years, property of every discrip- 
tion, real and personal. has increased from 3) to 
50 per cent in value, and is on the rise. 

Lastly, though it is not exactly political, I 
shall express my doubts as to whetber the mines 
will ever be remunerative. The fact is that for 
300 years the Mexican mines have been worked 
by such appliauces as have been in use. It is a 
great problem whether the expenditure of capi- 
tal will ever develop them soasto make them 
protitable. In 1804 Humboldt visited the Mexi- 
can mines and reported that though the surface 
deposits were exhausted, the production migat 
be restored to its former amounts by the use. of 
machinery and labor. Thus encouraged, Eng- 
lish capitalists expended $40,000,000 in attempts 
to develop these mines, and nevergot a sixpence 
back fora guinea in money expended, I look 
for a repetition of this experience as among the 
probabilities.

A Graphic Description of the Last 

Rebel Effort to Break the 
Union Line. 

The Determined Advance Amid Terrible 


Slaughter, and the Final 
Utter Rout, 


From Capt, H. T. Owen's Account in the Philadelphia 
Times. 


Me. 

On the night of the 30th of June, 1863, Pick - 
ett’s division bivouacked in the woods about 
two miles south of Chambersburg. The men 
were footsore and weary, and went into camp 
from an almost continuous march of more 
than a thousand miles. 

Wednesday morning, July 1, was hot and 
sultry. Through camp, scattered over 
wooded hill and dale, the jest, the laugh, and 
snatches of Southern song kept up a busy 
hum. The morning wore slowly on to noon, 
when stragglers returning into camp re- 
ported that out upon the hills beyond the 
noise of camp there could be heard heavy 
distant cannon-firing. The ball had opened, 
the play had begun, and a bird’s-eye view 
would then have disclosed every road in 
Southern and Central Pennsylvania filled 
with clouds of dust and long, dark columns 
of infantry, cavalry, and artillery rushing 
along to unite in the bloody conflict going on 
in and around the Village of Gettysburg. 

About 4 o’clock Gen. Pickett received a 
message from Gen. Imboden, asserting that a 
column of the enemy was moving in the di- 
rection of Chambersburg, and Pickett moved 
his division out upon the road above Green- 
castle and drew up in line of battle to await 
the threatened attack upon the rear of Lee’s 
army. During the evening a storm of wind 
and rain and loud peals of thunder passed 
over the battalions, and the men were 
drenched in the shower, but the tempest was 
over in au hour, and the sun went down 
bright and clear. The night came and rolled 
along over the long hours until dawn to find 
the division still drawn up in line of battle, 
watching under arms for the approach of the 
enemy. 

At daylight on Thursday morning, the 2d 
of July, the columns of 

WET, WORN, AND SLEEPLESS MEN 
were put in motion on the road to Gettys- 
burg. The sun rose bricht and clear, rain- 
drops sparkled on every twig and blade of 
grass, a cool, refreshing breeze, laden with 
sweet perfumes of summer flowers, lifted 
the tangled lock upon -the heated brow and 
fanned the careworn cheek, until along the 
long lines of rough and rugged veterans, 
tramping rapidly forward, could be heard 
here and theresome humorous jest or joyous 
laugh, but before noon the day was hot and 
sultry. 

At 3 o’clock the division reached the erest 
of the hill which overlooks Gettysburg, and 
in sight of the distant battlefield beyond, 
—. come since daylight twenty-seven 
miles. 

Gen. Hood relates a conversation that oc- 
curred early in the morning,in which he said 
to Gen. Longstreet, Gen. Lee seems a tittle 
nervous this morning.“ To which Long- 
street replied: Ile wishes me to attack. I 
do not wish to do so without Pickett. I 
mover like to go into battle with one boot 
0 


When the division came in sight of the bat- 
tlefield at 3 o’clock, it was halted by Pickett, 
and he, accompanied by his aid, Capt. S. R. 
Baird, rode forward and 5 sea in person 
the arrival of his division to Longstreet, who, 
upon learning the jaded condition of -the 
men, ordered them into camp where they had 
been halted. Many of the officers and men 
of the division caine out upon the hill to 
view the distant battlefield and to listen to 
the uproar of that fierce onset of Hood and 
MecLaws, which began precisely at 3:30 
o’clock and lasted unt! about 7:30. 

Hood and McLaws fell back at dark, leav- 
ing upon the tield 4,529 men, being a loss of 
more than one-third of their numbers car- 
ried into action. Gen. Lee says: “It being 
now about dark, Gen. Longstreet retired and 
determined to await the afrival of Pickett.’’ 
Pickett’s division was silent, within sight 
and hearing of this sanguinary conflict, and 
perhaps the opportunity to 

CHANGE THE COURSE OF HISTORY 

was lost. For had Pickett’s division, upon 
its arrival on the field at3 o'clock, been led 
straight into battle, or had it supported the 
assault of Ilood and McLaws at any time 
after an hour’s rest, it was possible the battie 
of Gettysburg would have ended there with- 
out a third day’s bloody sequel. 

On Friday morning, July 3, Pickett’s 
division left its bivouac at dawn of day, and, 
moving around to the right, reached the 
position assigned to itin the ravine behind 
Cemetery Ridge soon after 60’clock. Long 
dark lines of infantry were massed along the 
bottoms, concealed from the enemy’s view, 
and orders were given “to lie down and keep 
still, to avoid attracting the attention of the 
enemy.” About 8 o’clock Gens. Lee, Long- 
street, and Pickett, in company, rode slowly 
along up and down in front of the long lines 
of prostrate infantry, viewing them closely 
and critically as they rode along. 
They were not greeted’ with the 
usual cheers, as orders had preced- 
ed them forbidding this, but the men 
voluntarily rose up and stood in line with un- 
covered heads and hats heid aloft while their 
chieftains rede by. This review over, strong 
detachments were thrown forward to sup- 
port the artillery stationed along the crest of 
Oak Ridge and Cemetery Ridge, composed of 
about 120 cannon, and stretching along the 
brow of these ridges for a mile. The sup- 
porting detachments were placed about a hun- 
dred yards in the rear of this line of batteries, 
and lay down in the tall 2 with a cloud- 
less sky and a bright July sun pouring its 
scorching rays almost vertically upon them 
for five long, weary hours, while they list- 
ened and watched in painful suspense for 
some sound or some movement to break that 

rufound stillness which rested over the vast 
battlefield and depressed the spirits like a 
dreadful nightmare. At 1 o’clock this awful 
stillness was suddenly broken, and the men 
startied by the discharge of a couple of sig- 
nal guns fired in quick succession, followed 
by a silence of half a minute, and then, while 
their echo was yet rolling along the distant 
defiles and mountain gorges, an uproar be- 
gan as wonderful as had been the previous 
silence. Lee’s 120 guns opened at once 
with a 

CRASH AND THUNDER-SOUND 

that shook the hills for miles around from 
crest to base, and were instantly replied toby 
about eighty guns ranged by Gen. Meade 
along the front of Cemetery Ridge, about one 
mile in front. j 

No “ee roaring waters, nor wind, nor 
thunder, or of these combined, ever 
equaled the tremendous uproar; and no 
command, no order, no sound of voice could 
be heard at all above the ceaseless din of 
thousands of shrieking shot and shell fall- 
ing thick and fast on every side and bursting 
with terrific explosions, while others by 
thousands came bounding, skipping, racing 
and chasing each other over the hill and 
down the slope. The air was filled with 
clouds of dust, and volumes of sulphurous, 
suffocating smoke rolled up white and blu- 
ish-gray, and hung like a pall over tne field, 
through the rifts and rents of which the sun 
with dim light looked down upon the ghast- 
ly scene. , 

After two hours the firing suddenly ceased, 
and silence again rested for half an hour

inary Ridge. Long double lines of infantry 
caine pouring out of the woods and bottoms,

front. A long line of skirmishers, prostrate 
in the tall grass, firing at the column 
as it came within view. rose up within 
fifty yards, fired a volley into its front, 
then trotted on before it, turning and — 
back as fast as they could reload. The col- 
umn moved on at a quick step with shoul- 
‘dered arms. the fire of the skirmish line 
was not returned. IIalf way over the fieid 
an order ran down the line, Lett oblique,” 
which was promptly obeyed, and the direc- 
tion was chan forty-five degrees from the 
front to the left. Men looking away far off 
toward the left flank saw that supporting 
columns there were crumbling and melting 
rapidly ite, Gen. Pickett sent his brother, 
Maj. Charles Pickett,galloping swiftly to rally, 
if ble, the wavering lines, saymmg to him, 
* Unless they support us on the left my di- 
vision will be cut to pieces.” Maj. Pickett 
and other officers rode among the breaking 
battalions and vainly attempted to restore 
order, but hundreds and thousands of fugi- 
tives from the front could be seen fleein 
from the field and went rush pell-mei 
toward the rear like dry leaves before a gale. 
Order was not restored upon the left, 
Pickett’s support there was gone oy mo 
some brave Tennesseeans and North Caro- 
linians, who never wavered in the storm, 
but, closing up by the side of Pickett’s Vir- 
et ag went as far, fought as long, bled as 
ely, and fell as thick as Pickett’s men. 
The command now came along the line, 
“* FRONT, FORWARD!” 
and the column resumed its direction straight 
down upon the centre of the enemy’s posi- 
tion. Some men now looking to the right 
saw that the troops there had entirely disap- 
d, but how or when they left was not 
— The enemy in fro.& occupying an 
elevated position, and watching every move- 
ment of the advanci columns, say. The 
right gave way first, then the left broke up 
and fled the field, but the massive centre, 
composed of Gen. Pickett’s veterans of iron 
nerve, wounded in scores of battles, were 
coming sternly.on.’’ Guns hitherto 1 
in firing at the troops on the right and left 
sent a shower of shells after the fleeing fuzi- 
tives, and then trained upon the centre, where 
the storm burst in tenfold fury, as converg- 
batteries sent a concentrated fire of shot 
and shell in, through, and around the heroic 
column. The destruction of life in the ranks 
of that advancing host was tearful beyond 
precedent, officers going down by dozens and 
the men by scores fifties. mper had 
goue down terribly mangled, but Garnett 
still towered unhurt, and rode up and down 
the front line, in a strong 
calm voice, men! faster! 
Close up and faster, but 
don’t double- quick!“ The columu 
was approach the Emmittsburg road, 
where a line of infantry, stationed behind a 
stone fence, was pouring in a heavy tire of 
musketry. A scattering fire was opened 
along the front of the division upon this line, 
when Garnett galluped along the line and 
called out, 
„ CEASE FIRING,” 


and his command was promptly obeyed, 
showing the wonderful discipline of the men, 
who reloaded their guns, shouldered arms, 
and kept un without slackening their pace, 
which was still a “quick step.“ 

The stone fence was carried without a 
struggle, the infautry and the skirmish line 
swept away before the division like trash be- 
fore the broom. ‘Two-thirds of the distance 
was behind, and the 100 cannon in the rear 
were dumb and did not reply to the hotly- 
worked guns in our front. We were now 
400 yaids from the foot of Cemetery Hill, 
when away off to the right, nearly half a mile, 
there appeared in the open field a line of men 
at right angles with our own,—a long, dark 
mass, dressed in blue, and coming down at a 
“double-quick’’ upon the unprotected right 
flank of Pickett’s men, with their muskets 
upon the right shoulder — 2 their battle- 
flags dancing and fluttering in the breeze 
created by their own rapid motion, and their 
burnished bayonets glistening above their 
heads like forest twigs covered with sheets 
of sparkling ice when shaken by a blast. 
Garnett galloped along the line, saying, 
“Faster men! Faster!“ and the front line 
broke forward into a double-qu.ck, when 
Garnett called out: Steady, men! Steady! 
Don’t double-quick. Save your wind and 
your ammunition for the final charge!“ and 
then went down amongthe dead, and his 
clarion voice was no more heard above the 
roar of battle. The enemy were now seen 
strengthening their lines where the blow was 
expected to strike by hurrying up reserves 
from the right and left, the columns from op- 
posit directions passing each other double 
along our front like the fingers of a man’s 
two hands locking together. The distance 
had again shortened, and officers in the ene- 
my’s lines could be distinguished by their 
uuiforms from the privates. Then was 
heard behind that heavy thud of 

A MUFFLED TREAD OF ARMED MEN, 
that roar and rush of trampling feet. as 
Armistead’s column from the rear closed up 
behind the front line. He (the last Briga- 
dier) took command, stepped out in front 
with his hat uplifted on the point of his 
sword, and led the division, now four ranks 
deep, rapidly and grandly across the valley 
of death, covered with clover as soft as a 
Turkish carpet. 

There it was again! and again!—a sound 
filling the air above, below, around us like 
the blast through the top of a dry 
cedar or the whirring sound made 
by the sudden flight of a _ flock of 
auall. It was grape and canister, and the 
column broke forward into a double-quick, 
and rushed toward the stone wall. where 
forty cannon were belching forth grape and 
canister twice and thrice a minute. A hun- 
dred yards from the stone wall the flankiug 
party on the right, coming down on a heavy 
run, halted suddenly within fifty yards, and 

oured a deadly storm of musket-balls into 
Pickett’s men, double-quicking across their 
front, and under this terribie cross-fire the 
men reeled and staggered between falling 
comrades, and the right came pressing down 
upon the centre, crowding the companies 
into confusion. But bell knew the purpose 
to carry the hights in front, and the mingled 
mass, from fifteen to thirty deep, rushed 
toward the stone wall, whileafew hundred 
men, without orders, faced to the right and 
fougnt the flanking party there, although 
fifty to one, and for a time held thein at bay. 
Muskets were seen crossed as some men fired 
to the right and others to the front, and the 
fighting was terrific—far beyond all other 
experience even of Pickett’s men, who for 
once raised no cheer, while the welkin rang 
around them with 

THE “UNION TRIPLE HUZZA.” 
The old veterans saw the fearful odds against 
them and other hosts gathering darker and 
deeper still. 

The time was too precious, too serious, for 
a cheer; they buckled down to the heavy 
task in silence, and fought with a feeling 
like despair. The enemy were falling back 
in front, while officers were seen among 
their breaking lines striving to maintain 
their ground. Pickett’s men were withina 
few feet of the stone wall when the artillery 
delivered their last fire from guns shotted to 
the muzzle. A blaze fifty feet long went 
through the charging, surging host with a 
gaping rent to the rear, but the survivors 
mounted the wall, then over and onward, 
rushed up the hill close after the gunners, 
who waved their ramimers in the face of 
Pickett’s men, and sent up cheer after cheer 
as they felt admiration for the gallant 
charge. On swept the column over ground 
covered with dead and dying men, where the 
earth seemed to be on fire, the smoke dense 
and suffocating, the sun shut out, flames 
blazing on every side: friend could hardly be 
distinguished from foe, but the division, in 
the shape of an inve with the point 
flattened, pushed forward, fighting, falling 
and melting away, till half way up the hill 
they were met by a powerful body of fresh 
troops charging down upon them, 
this remnant of about a thousand men 
was hurled back out into the clover-field. 
Brave Armistead was down among the ene- 
my’s guns, mortally wounded, but was last 
seen leaning upon one elbow, slashing at the 
gunners to prevent them from firing at his 
retreating men. Out in front of the breast- 
works the men showed a disposition to re- 
form for another charge, and an officer look- 
ing at the frowning hights, with blood trick- 
ling down the side of his face, inquired of 
another, What shall we do?“ The answer 
was: “If we get reinforcements soon we 
can take that hill yet.” But no reintorce- 


ments came, none were in sight, and about a 


thousand men the rear over dead and 
wounded, 
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commenced a rout that soon 

A STAMPEDE AND ALMOST DEMORALIZATION 
of all the survivors of this noted charge, 
without distinction of regiments or com- 


m 
A few hundred behind the Confed- 
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and privates side by side, poured 
in a continuous s rowing away guns, 
blankets, and haversacks as they hurried on 
in confusion toward the rear. ere another 
effort was made to rally the broken troops, 
and all sorts of appeals and threats made to 
officers and men, who turned a deaf ear and 
hurried on, some of the officers even jerking 
loose with an oath from the h aid on 
their shoulders to attract attention. At last 
afew privates, hearkening to the appeals, 
halted and formed a nucleus around which 
about thirty others soon ralli and with 
a picket was formed across the road as 
a barrier to further retreat and the stream of 
— dammed up several hundred 
strong. . 
» Gen, Pickett came down from the direction 
of the battlefield weeping bitterly, and said to 
the officer command the picket: “ Don’t 
stop any of my men. Tell them to come to 
the camp we occupied last night,” and 
on himself alone toward rear. Other of- 
ficers passed by, but the picket was retaiaed 
at this int until Maj. Charles Marshall 
came galloping up from rear and in- 
quired “What this — was for and who 
placed it here“; and finding the officer with- 
out orders, he moved the picket back a few 
hundred yards and extended the line along 
the stream or little creek found there. Here 
the guard did duty until sundown, arresting 
ail stragglers from the battlefield, and Col. 
Marshall took them back to Gen. Lee.

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NEWTON WAS MISTAKEN. 

Sir Isaac Newton long ago propounded a 
theory which, in spite of its fallacy, has had 
many adherents. He insisted that the anat- 
omy of the female arm issuch that it is im- 
possible for a girl to move her armsin the 
plane of her waistband. Without dwelling 
on the fact that he unwarrantably assumed 
the existence of female waistbands, it is suf- 
ficient to say that facts conclusively contra- 
dict this assertion.

FINANCIAD. 


Stocks were strong and active. Windsor Ho- 
tel prophets were right for once in their predic- 
tions, which were that the market would ad- 
vance. The bears made some efforts to stay the 
rising tide, but these were ineflicient. They at- 
tacked the Vanderbilts and Jersey Central, and 
later used a bad break in the Elevated Railroad 
stocks, but could make no substantial progress. 
At the close the market was strong. No signs oJ 
weakness were visible on the surface, though 


\ some shrewd observers declared they saw signs 


of a desperate manipulation to raise prices iu or- 
der to sell. 

Conspicuous in the events of the day was the 
puffing of the Southwestern stocks and their 
failure to respond with higher quotations. 
Gould was reported to be talking very bullish, 
and to be advising his intimate friends to 
buy Kansas & Texas, Iron Mountain, Texas 
Pacific, and Wabash. Wabash common ad- 
vanced from l to 47\, but the preferred sold 
up only . to 80%. Kansas & Texas opened at 
46%, and closed at 46%. Texas Pacific made s;. 
to 59%, while lron Monntain declined from 65% 
to 65%. 

Louisville & Nashville made the best run of the 
day, beginning at @X and closing at YX. It is 
pointed for 110. 

In the afternoon the Elevated Railroad stocks 
made a sensation with abad break. Manhattan 
sold down from 30X% to 2744; Metropolitan from 
101 to 9%; and New York Elevated from 118% to 
115%. Komors were afloat of a threat of in- 
vestigation of the affairs of the Metropolitan by 
its bondholders, though what they could do so 
long as they get their interest itis not easy to 
see. Temporarily, this sag in the Elevated 
stocks affected the whole market, but the de- 
pression was soon oevrcome, 

Pacific Mail sold down from 51% to 50%, then 
up to 54, closing at 53%. The earnings of this 
Company are said to show an extraordinary in- 
crease. 

Keene is reported as talking bearish and look- 
ing for a reaction from the extraordinary pros- 
perity of the last three years. Cammack has 
covered his shorts. Woerishoffer predicts much 
higher figures. Osborne has few stocks, but is 
not a bear. H. N. Smith sees nothing to base a 
rise in stocks upon. 

William Heath & Co. write from London that 
English investors are dealing mainly in Amer- 
ican securities, which they believe in, and that 
the British public will buy American stocks and 
bonds at every decline. Cheap Southern 2 
ties are also in favor in London. 

Reading was again favorably affected * ru- 
mors that a compromise between its warring 
factions was immivent. A new Board of Di- 
rectors is to be chosen which will contain three 
from each party, and some kind of deferred 
bond will be issued. 

President Porter, of the Chicago, St. Paul, 
Minneapolis & Omaha bas just arrived in New 
York from the West. He looks upon the situa- 
tion as most promising on account of the large 
immigration and the active seeding now going 
on under favorable conditions. Omaha was one 
of the strongest stocks on the list yesterday, 
and made good gains. 

Large amountsof long Lake Shore stock came 
on the market. 

A report that the trunk lines were cutting 
rates in Chicago was circulated at one time on 
the Stock Board. It could not be verified. 

The Graphic thinks that Lake Shore stock at 
its present price is a most dangerous invest- 
ment. Besides the fact that it sells ata rate of 
stocks and bonds of $100,00u,000, and that a new 
road is to be completed this year. the contracts 
to build which bave all been let, to cost, with 
— 1 me but 520,000. 000, its business is falling 

largely. and the prospects for crops ail over 
country are, to say the least, unfavor- 
able. Very little prominence bas been given 
the fact that a new parallel line from 
Buffalo to Chicago has already been con- 
tracted for. The construction stock bas all been 
placee, and the parties to the eoterprise have all 
the a and ability to insure its early com- 
pietion. ‘This new line, which has been sur- 
veyed throughout, teps the local traffic which 
bas been the main stay of the Lake Shore prop- 
erty. For a long distance it will run close to 
the Lake Shore tracks, passing through Erie 
and Cleveland. Beyond this latter point the 
new line has a decided advantage, as it swings 
around by way of Fort Wayne. But this new 
line, which will be built ata vast saving over 
the cost of Lake Shore, is not only one 
that will affect the position which has long been 
beid by the Lake Shore Road. Mr. Gould, as is 
well known, bas had a line of his own laid out to 
parallel this property. Every mile has been 
laid out and the contract papers for every sec- 
tion have been prepared, and are ready to exe- 
cute. They may be executed any day, and work 
on the line cannot be long deferred. One thing 
is certain, the monopoly days of the Lake Spore 
Railroad are end

The shorts, becoming somewhat alarmed 
at the limited receipts, were represented in 
force, prepared to hedge against future contin- 
gencies. The recent advance in hay bas not 
been without its effect on the oats market. 
Rearing as they do such intimate relations as 
articles of feed, the improvement in the price 
of hay of $2.00 per ton, as has been the case 
within the past week, must naturally have infiu- 
enced oats. It is also remembered that the hay 
surplus is generally acknowledged to be small 
and that the pasturage season will commence 
much later than usual.

Cotton shows an 
increase of receip.s over the previous week, and a 
fair movement, sales beiug cunsiderably over a 
thousand bales per day. Quotations were steady 
until yesterday, when they declined e. In provis- 
ions the rapid advance and sharp decline in pork was 
the principal feature. The effect of the break on this 
market was a practical suspension of operations. 
For several days prior to this there had been 
active speculative movement in dry salt meat, and 4 
number of larwe lots bad already changed hands, one 
house buying over three million pounds; but when 
the decline cume the demand ceased and everybody 
w.tadrew to await the resuit of manipuladions eise- 
where. Nobody seemed to be frightened, however, 
for no low, either pork Or meat, were of- 
fered for sale under apprehension of a further 
break, nor did any one seem willing to buy in antici- 
pation of an upward turn in prices.

mission consisting of L. D. Clecveland, of 
Chicago, Dr. H. F. Carriel, of Jacksonville, 
and the Superintendent of the Anna Asylum, 
had been appointed to estimate the cost of 
rebuilding the destroyed wing, and intimated 
that their report would be followed by a re- 
quest for another appropriation. The com- 
munication was referredto the Committee 
on Appropriations. 

The Judiciary Committee introduced Mr. 
Chafee’s bill in the interest of municipal 
cleaning-up, which was referred to in! 
night’s dispatches. It was ordered prin 
and put on second reading. 

THE USUAL GBIST. 

Mr. Chafee sent up a bill to appropriate 
$125,000 for the erection of an asylum for the 
incurable and dangerous insane, to be located 
at Shelbyville. There was a grist of these 
bills several months ago, but Mr. Chafee ap- 
parently believes in the old saw, Better late 
than never.“ 

Mr. McWilliams sent up an amendment to 
Sec. 2 of the law in regard to wills. It pro- 
vides that Courts of Chancery may correct 
any error or mistake made in describing any 
property devised or bequeathed in a will ora 
codicil in the same manner and under the 
same conditions as mistakes in the descrip- 
tion of property in contracts. 

Mr. Tenney, by bill, proposes to make it 
easier to provide for releasing sureties on the 
bonds of guardians, etc. 

Mr. Carr proposes, by means of a short bill, 
to declare vacant the office of any public 
servant of the State who may happen to go 
daft, and be so adjudged by a Court. 

THE OKAW. 

Mr. Little, mindful of the fact that the bill 
to advance the Okaw improvement scheme 
has gone to the Committee on Appropria- 
tions, sent up a bundle of petitions from Fay- 
ette and other counties and had them sent 
where they would presumably do the most 
good. In other words, they were thrown at 
the Committee in the hope of striking while 
the iron was hot. The petitions are a mere 
rehash of the alleged arguments already ad- 
duced to boost the scheme, and Mr. Little ap- 
parently had no difficulty in securing signa- 
tures from people who are sighing to have 
their lands improved at the State’s expense. 

THE LITTLE WABASH. 

Mr. Gregg, by a vote of 57 to 31, succeeded 
in obtaining a reconsideration of the vote by 
which Mr. Martin’s Little Wabash improve- 
ment scheme failed to pass yesterday after- 
noon, and had the bill made a special order 
for next Thursday afternoon at half-past 2 
o’clock, The ease with which almost any- 
body can get up a bill which has once turned 
up its toes, suggests the wisdom of extend- 
ing the reconsiderstion rule so as to require 
a constitational majority to revive a dead 
measure as wellas to call back a bill which 
has already passed. The rule should be 
made to cut both ways. 

APPEALS. 

A bill providing for appeals from the judg- 
ments of Circuit and County Courts, and 
from Justices of the Peace and Police Mag- 
istrates, in cases for contempt, was read a 
third time. It evidently struck the House as 
an attempt to make it easy for the fellows 
who are guilty of bi guage and abuse 
in the judicial presence, and got no further 
in its course. 

EDUCATED PHYSICIANS. 

Mr. Shumway’s bill in the interest of edu- 
cated physicians met with a similar disas- 
trous tate. The House looked unkindly on 
the provision requiring applicants for certifi- 
cates from the State Board of Health 
to show that they have received a diploma 
from some literary college, academy, or 
high school, or are capable of teaching a 
common school; that they have studied 
medicine four years, and attended college 
instructions for at least three annual terms 
of not less than six months each, and clinics 
for at least two college terms. 

Mr. Herrington, Mr. Morris, and Mr. Line- 
gar protested against a bill which, in ad- 


dition to uiring medical tests of applicants 
for permission to practice, proposed to im- 
pose upon thein extra educational qualifica- 
tions like these. The House was of the 
same opinion, and op to preventing a 
man from practicing medicine, not because 
he does not understand his business, but be- 
cause he isn’t educated up to the notch in 
other branches. 

Mr. Buckingham sent up a bill to appro- 
priate $12,000 for the

GEN. LEW WALLACE. 


Halleck’s Persecution of a Gallant Offi- 
cer—What Wallace Said About Grant's 
Habits. 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

OmaAna, April 20.—During the political 
campaign of 1872, when the country was 
filled with slanders on Gen. Grant, we had a 
controversy here on the subject,—one paper 
charging him with being a drunkard anda 
gambler,” and that he was intoxicated at the 
battle of Shiloh. Changes were rung that, 
on account of his intemperate habits, he was 
responsible for the surprise at Shiloh, for 
which Halleck relieved him of his command. 
Knowing Gen. Lew Wallace's familiarity 
with Gen. Grant’s career, I addressed him 
then a letter of inquiry on the subject, 
to which I received a reply, and 
handed it for publication to the Omaha Re- 
publican. The recent address of Gen. Sher- 
man on the battle of Shiloh brings up the 
discusajon of the surprise once more. 

In his®* Memoirs.“ page 244, Vol. 1, Gen. 
Sherman says: He [Gen. Grant] also told 
me that, on his way up from Savannah that 
morning, he had stopped at Crump's Land- 
ing, and had ordered kaw Wallace’s division 
to cross over Lick’s Creek, so as to come up 
on my right,—telling me to look out for 
him.” On page 247, same volume, he says: 
Early at night the division of Lew Wallace 
arrived on the other’ side of Snake Creek 
near the Tennessee River], not having fired 
a shot.“ 

In your editorial of the 18th inst. you 
speak of Grant’s dispatching an aide to 
Wallace, ordering him (Wallace) to march 
up the Purdy roa to a point parallel with 
the position of Gen. Sherman, and there file 
left on acountry-road across Ow! Creek Val- 
ley, and form in behind Gen. Sherman’s di- 
vision.“ etc., etc. 

In looking over some of my old papers I 
find Gen. Wallace’s letter of 1872, touching 
upon the subject of the battle of Pittsburg 
Landing, in which he (Wallace) says: “ He 
(Grant) sent me an order to march to Prrrs- 
BURG LANDING [about four to six miles}. 
Unfortunately, the officer that brought it, by 
a mistake in its delivery, sent me to join the

Gen. Lew Wallace’s Letter. 

CRAWFORDSVILLE, Ind., Aug. 30, 1872.— 
Editor Omaha ＋ une and Republican: 
I am in receipt of your letter of the 25d inst., 
asking if Gen. Grant was drunk, at the bat- 
tles of Donelson and Shiloh, and requesting 
full particulars, 

It was my fortune to be one of the council 
of war assembled on Gen. Grant’s boat at 
Forg Henry the day before the army moved 
on Port Donelson, The council was in ses- 
sion the greater part of the afternoon. Gen. 
Grant presided in person, and was perfectly 
sober. There was a box of cigars on the 
— but no liquor of any kind was seen or 
drank. 

The army marched next morning (Feb. 12). 
I shook hands with Gen. Grant when. he 
mounted his horse and took his place in the 
column. He was perfectly sober then. 

The General left me behind in command of 
Fort Henry; but, by order, I rejoined him 
on the 14th at noon. He was at his head- 
quarters, close in rear of Gen. C. F. Smith’s 
line of investments. There were crackers, 
coffee, and cigars,—but no liquor. In my 
presence Gen. Grant wrote an order con- 
stitut the Third Division of his army, 
specifying precisely the regiments,— 
your noble First Nebraska among the 
rest,—and assigning me to the command. I 
have the original order yet. It is 17 
and in Gen. G.’sown hand, as were nearly 
all the orders that came from him in that 
campaign. The guns were pounding away 
while he wrote. A drunken man could not 
have written it. 

The division was organized as it marched 
past on the road. Then Gen. Grant rode 
with me to designate my position in the 
ee, He showed not a sign of intoxica- 
tion. 

Next day about noon, while the First Di- 
vision was being assembled and reorganized, 
Gen. Grant came where Gen. McClernard 
and I were, and, after hearing an explanation 
of the misfortunes of the night, he ordered 
the lost position to be retaken. History tells 
what ensued. The interview lasted about 
twenty minutes. I remember Gen. Grant’s 
appearance and manner well, for the moment 
wasof great interest; in fact, it was the 
crisis of the battle. He was mounted, 
and held a telegram just received. 
He heard the story calmly and 
without interruption; then he flushed 
up, and, crushing the dispatch, ordered the 
assault. The flushing of the face was not 
from liquor,—it was the visible emotion natu- 
ral to man in a position of vast responsibility 
resolving suddenly upon a decisive action. 
The draft upon his willcan be appreciated by 
his enemies even, when they are told that the 
telegram he griped so hard was from Gen. 
Halleck, a ge | him to retire,throw up de- 
fensive works, and wait for reinforcements. 
Had he, failing the inspiration of his own

He was perfectly sober through- 
out the interview, and left us to direct a si- 
multaneous assault by Gen. C. F. Smith. 

The morning of the surrender, after occu- 

ying the Rebel works on the left of their 
ine, I breakfasted with Gen. Buckner at his 
headquarters in Dover. An hour or two 
thereafter Gen. Grant appeared. I was with 
him some time. He wrote an order direct- 
ing me to return to Fort Henry with my divi- 
sion. He was perfeetly sober. 

Next, as to Pittsburg Landing: 

Sunday morning, the first day of the battle, 
Gen. Grant, hastening from Savannah to the 
field fast as steam could carry him, 
stopped his boat alongside mine to ask some 
questions. A conversation took place be- 
tween us across the guards of the steamers. 
Had he been in the slightest degree intoxi- 
cated, I would haye observed it. He was 
perfectlg sober. 

At 10 0’clock, from the field, he sent me an 
order to march to Pittsburg Landing. Un- 
fortunately, the officer that broucht it, by a 
mistake in its delivery, sent me to join the 
right of the arey aia int four miles from 
the Landing. When the mistake was cor- 
rected, I had marched, and pet the whole 
Kebel army between me and Pittsburg Land- 
ing. To save my division, and make the 
junction at the Landing, it was necessary to 
march back entirely around the left of the 
enemy. The movement took the afternoon, 
so that I did not see Gen. Grant again 


day. 

Next morning, in the gray of the dawn, he 
came to me, and in person ordered my ad- 
vance to the attack. One orderly was his 
entire escort. The following was the inter- 
view almost verbatim: 

“Good morning.“ he said to me. 

I raised my cap and replied: 

Good morning, sir.“ 

„ Your guns are at work early.“ 

„es, I said; and, if you will observe, 
I have two batteries on one. The affair can’t 
last long.“ 

He studied the direction of my line awhile, 
and then asked: 

Are you ready to attack?“ 

“3G. oe.” 

He turned his horse’s head toward the 
enemy, and, with a quiet wave of the hand, 
said calmly, as if sitting in a parlor: *“* Then 
move straight out there.” 

As he started off, I called to him: 

Do you wish me to attack in any par- 
ticular order?“ 

No. I leave that to your own discretion. 
Good morning.“ , 

He was perfectly sober, and as confident as 
he was sober. 

I saw him again about 5o0’clock in the 
afternoon. We were driving the enemy. 
Riding to my side, he said: 

We are getting along very well. 1 think 
you had better make a quarter of a wheel to 
the right here, and change direction a little.“ 

“If 1 do that,” 1 replied, “my left flank 
will be without support. ’ 

I'll see to that.” 

Iie was perfectly sober when he left me. 

This is a plain, unvarnished statement of 
what I saw of Gen. Grant during the battles 
to which you have alluded. Afterward I 
was his guest for weeks at City Point, and 
with him at table and on the road. Ido not 
believe he touched liquor in that time. 

Still later, he was several times my guest 
at the Eutaw House in Baitimore. On such 
occasions I never failed to have wine for 
Sinner, and he invariably reffised to drink 


In conclusion, it is my opinion that Gen. 
Grant’s career and successes are impossible 
toadrunkard.

Making the Most of the Horse. 

In France, when a horse bas reached the age 
of 20 or 0. it is destined fora chemical factory; it 
is first relieved of its hair, which serves to stuff 
cusbions and saddles; then it is slaughtered and 
skinned; the boofs serve to make combs.

HOME GATHERINGS. 
THE INSURANCE MUDDLE. 

Marine insurance matters, which have been 
badly mixed from the beginning of the season, 
are now in more complieated condition than 
ever because of the formation of a combination 
of fifteen companies in New York with the evi- 
dent intention to govern the action of all com- 
panies in the business—at least such is supposed 
to be the ulterior purpose of the movement. 
Although this insurance muddie affects only 
shippers of grain and other products, uniform 
rates upou bulls having been tacitly agreed 
upon by peurly all companies in the 
business, a brief review of what has re- 
cently taken place he will be in order. 
The old Local Boa of agents had a 
meeting on Wednesday of the present week, at 
which a motion was made for the adoption ofa 
tariff of rates on grain. To this motion, au 
amendment was offered extending the tariff to 
lumber and other products, but afterwards 
withdrawn. The vote on the motion for a grain 
tari@ resulted in its defeat. Then Mr. White, 
agent of the Boston Marine and Shoe & Leather 
Companies of Boston, both new in the marine 
business here, stated that the agents of fifteen 
companies represented in the New York organ- 
ization of April 2 were instructed to form a local 
board, but not to join the Local Board now in 


existence. Thereupon the oid Board, after hav- 
ing refused to formulate a tariff on grain car- 
gues, was adjourned, and the agents of the 
tifteen companies proceeded to organize a new 
board on ag independent basis. The ers 
chosen were: President, G. H. Drew; Vice- 
President, H. C. Kanney; Secretary, H. C. Dar- 
lington; Executive Committee, John Prindiville, 
T. G. Crosby, and James H. Beckwith. This 
Executive Committee —— arranged a 
tatiff of rates, which wus submitt to the new 
Board at anadjourned meeting, and presumably 
adopted subject to approval by the Executive 
Committee of the New York organization. This 
tariff is as follows: Lake Michigan rts, 18 
cents per $100; Sarnia, 37% cents per $100; Buf- 
falo, 50 cents per $100; Oswego, 65 cents per $100; 
Montreal, $1.10 per $100. 

All ot the above figures are on the basis of 10 
per cent off. 

The action of the New York syndicate of fif- 
teen companies, in forming an independent 
local board, must be regurded asa grave mis- 
take. It is a Hre brand, calculated to create an 
ant nism of interests which will be extreme- 
ly difficult of conciliation. The companies out- 
side of the New York fifteen represent an ag- 
gregate capital of $10,000,000, and in the event 
of a war on rates they are so strong as to present 
au almost insurmountabie barrier to the tifteen- 
companies movement. Their standing and 
streugth in capital are suificient to guarantee 
them a full share of business at current rates, 
and to meet any and all competition. 

It should be added here that under their in- 
structions from New York the agents of the 
companies comprised in the New York organ- 
ization are debarred from taking any risks 
and doing any business whatever until 
a tariff is arranged and approved of by the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the main organization. 
Hence, up to the present time, they have been 
passive spectators of all that is gomg on, much 
to the grief of some of the more ambitious 
amoug the number. 

An important mecting of the officers and man- 
agers of the several companies interested in the 
preservation of the bull tarilf recently arranged 
is called for WW o'clock a. m. to-day at the Grand 
Pacitic Hotel.

AROUND THE LAKES, 
THE PIONEER IRON VESSEL. 

The Buffalo Express says:: Now that’ the su- 
periority of iron over wood in the coustruction 
ot vessels for commercial as we as war pur- 
poses, has become an acknowledged fact, not 
only on the seaboard but also among lak. vessel 
owners, it may not be uninteresting to our read- 
ers to give a brief sketch of the first iron hull 
everset afloat in our tniand seas, and one of the 
first ever built in this country. We allude to the 
United States steamer Michigan, literally the 
*Old Ironsides’ of the lakes. She was launched 
at Erie in 1843, and commissioned in 1844. She 
was designed in 18#2 by Mr. S. T. Hart, at that 
time Naval Constructor, who forwarded the 
drafts to Pittsburg from which the vessel was 
built and put together with nuts and bolts so 
that she cou be easily taken apart. 
Her construction having been approved 
of by the Naval Inspecting officer, she 
was taken apart and transported to Cleveland 
through the Cleveland Canal and from thence to 
Erie in a steamer, where sbe was again put to- 
gether and finally launched, Her dimensions 
are as follows: Length over all. 167 feet: ex- 
treme beam, 47 feet: depth of hold. 14 feet; reg- 
istered tonnage, 450 tons; displacement, 685 tous. 
The Michigan is a side-wheel vessel, carrying 
eight guns. and is manned by a crew of ninety- 
eight men, inciuding eleven officers. 

Judge Wilson McCandiess, of Pittsburg, in a 
speech ot welcome to ex-Presidenl John Quincy 
Adams on bis visit to that city in 1843, thus re- 
fers to the Michigan, which had then been but 
recently launched: In 1789 the first armed ves- 
sel that ever floated on the Western waters 
wus constructed here under the direction 
of a Revolutionary officer. She was a row- 
galley, mounting au solitary gun, 
was intended to protect our infant trade with 
that splendid domain afterwards acquired tothe 
Union by the wisdom and foresight of your 
illustrious friend and contemporary, Mr. Jeffer- 
son. The name of the vessel was the John 
Adams, and, if tradition is to be credited, after 
performing duty here, she hoisted sails, entered 
the peacectul pursuits of commerce, crossed the 
Atlantic, passed the Straits of Gibraltar, wended 
her way up the Mediterranean, threaded the 
Archipelago, and penetrated to the Dardaneiles 
on the borders of Asia Minor, thus carrying on 
her prow into the very bosom of a despotic 
country, the name of one of the honored actors 
in the great struggle of republican -liberty. 
Look at the contrast now! Instead of the barge 
and the row gailey. our skillful mechanics in 
13 have completed, on the very bastions of old 
Fort Duquesne, an iron ship oft war that is to 
carry on the Northern lakes the stars and stripes 
of our beloved country.’ 

In the spring of 1544 the Michigan was com- 
missioned under the command of Lieut. William 
Inman, who was succeeded by Commander 
Stephen Champlin, then by Commander Oscar 
Bullius in 180-51, and successively by Command- 
ers Bigiow, McBlair, Nicholas, and Joseph Lan- 
man., who had charge of ber from 1350 to 1861, 
and afterwards became a Rear-Admiral, com- 
manding the South Atiantic squadron on the 
Ccast of Brazil. He was succeeded by Com- 
mander Jobn C. Carter, who was relieved in 
14 by Commander Francis A. Roe. She was 
afterwards in charge of Commanders A. Bryson. 
James E. Jouett, Brown, Gillis, Wright, Cush- 
man, G. W. Hayward, and her present chief, Al- 
bert Kautz, who was commissioned as Lieu- 
tenant-Commander May 31, 1885.“ 

THE DAVID DOWS. 


The Toledo Blade gives additional details of 
the construction and rig of the mammoth 
schooner David Dows, from which the following 
points are seiccted: 

Se has five masts, running from 21 to %6 
inches in diameter, and exch 97 feet high. A 
topmast 65 feet high is added to each of these, 
making the total hight 162 feet. The foremast 
is to be rigged square, with double topsails and 
topgallant sails. She has two large centre- 
boards, one being 25 feet and the other 27. 
Double keelsons extend her entire length, made 
of very beavy timbers, the size being 12 inches 
square, 16 inches square, and 17 inches square, 
respectively. The between-deck beams are 10x 
10 :nches, and the stanchions the same large 
size. The 4 — frame is 6x6 and !2x6. She 
is diagonally fastened, with the diagonal at 40 
degrees, forming a perfect square. The diagonal 
ircns are 4x%. A beit of iron 8 inches broad 
by one inch in thickness goes entirely around 
the vessel. This bit of hooping weighs no less 
tbanten tons. Her sails wilt require over 70,000 
yerds of canvass,or enough to furnish clean 
shirts for a large portion of the Democratic 
party in Ohio. On her decks are four capstans 
and five winches; all her standing rigging are 
wire cables. Eight large batches give access to 
the hold. The forecastle and cabin are both 
above deck. * 

The great cavern of the hold is a stud 
of itself.

uss. In this huge cavern can be stowed 140,000
